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Village May Score 


A Telephone First 


Elk Grove Village may become the 


first municipality in the midwest to pur- 
chase a private telephone system for the 
municipal complex. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis was au- 


thorized to obtain a formal and firm con- 
tract for such a purchase by the village 
board Tuesday night. 


Willis said that he knows of no other 


municipality in the midwest that has a 
private system and feels Elk Grove Vil- 


lage will most likely be the first, if it 
purchases a system. 


He added "I believe there may be 


some governmental bodies in the south- 
east part of the country that have gone 
to such a system. 


"There are many factors which enter 


into a changeover like this and it is en- 
tirely possible that we won't change," 
Willis said. 


The system, which could be purchased 


Erviti Undecided 
On Money Needs 


Six weeks ago James Erviti assumed 


the superintendency of School Dist. 59 
and announced one of his objectives 
would be to study short and long range 
money needs of the district, 


Now, six weeks later, he is still unde- 


cided about the need this fall. 


If he thinks more funds are needed to 


run the district's 20-school system, he 
will ask the board of education for a tax 
rate referendum sometime soon. 


The current classroom prlcetag in 


dlst. 59 is $J4« per $10,000 assessed valu- 
ation, a major share of the average 
homeowner's tax bill. 


If Erviti makes a recommendation for 


a referendum and the board approves it, 
voters will be asked to vote on the issue 
sometime before the end of 1970. 


ERVITI SAID educational planning 


should precede requests for funds so the 
district can show what it intends to do 
and why. 


A $13 million budget for the district's 


1970-71 school year was approved by the 
board on July 20. The budget includes $8 
million for the education fund, a large 
part of it consisting of teacher and ad- 
ministrative salaries. 


The administration salaries of $304,669 


are $125,000 less than for the past school 
year. The elimination of 10 clerical posi- 


tions and 19V4 certified positions account 
for the reduction. 


Erviti said he cannot as yet tell how 


the reduction will affect the adminis- 
tration of Dist. 59 but said he "couldn't 
see how to keep all those people busy all 
the time." He said he expects student 
growth in the district to level off. 
.SUPPORT FOR PUBLIC expenditure 
should come from all three levels of gov- 
ernment — federal, state and local, Er- 
viti said. 


He was commenting on a statement 


made recently by Roger A. Freeman, a 
former adviser to President Nixon, who 
said Americans would rather raise mon- 
ey locally than depend on federal outlays 
for education. Freeman, in an interview 
with Clarence Manion on the Manion Ra- 
dio Forum, was arguing that federal edu- 
cation funds have not been slighted in 
favor of high defense budgets. 


"My experience says that local ex- 


penditure Is too big a proportion and that 
the demand is extremely over-balanced," 
said Erviti. 


"But we don't have a choice. The 


board of education in Dist. 59 is impotent 
in telling the itate legislature and the 
whole United States what to do. You can 
resort only to the thing you deal with. 
When we make a decision we have only 
one place to turn." 


from eight or nine different private or- 
ganizations that sell such teelphone 
equipment, would cost $30,000 to $60,000, 
Willis estimated. 


IF PURCHASED, THE system would 


be paid for in five years, as opposed to 
paying a monthly charge forever, as is 
done with the present system through Il- 
linois Bell Telephone. 


Willis said that once the system is paid 


for it would save the village more than 
the $30,000 to $60,000 estimated cost ev- 
ery five years. 


The system would serve the village 


hall, the village garage, future fire sta- 
tions and buildings such as well sites. 


Willis said, "I am convinced beyond 


any reasonable doubt that it is the best, 
most efficient, and least costly way to 
provide the service." 


He said purchase of the private system 


and equipment was made feasible last 
January when the Federal Commu- 
nication Commission ruled that Illinois 
Bell Telephone must permit individual 
customers to tie onto the Bell system. 


"This would make it possible for ser- 


vices in the village to be performed more 
efficiently," Willis said. 


In other action the board authorized 


the village manager to obtain firm con- 
tracts for the purchase of fire and police 
radio communication systems. 


THE MANAGER estimated "fflSt a 


modern system would cost approximate- 
ly $66,000 if certain procedures would be 
followed. Funds allocated in the munici- 
pal building project for the system total- 
ed $87,500. 


Willis said, "A combination of high 


quality and reliable basic radio facilities 
could be purchased from Motorola Co., a 
recognized leader in the field." 


He suggested obtaining component 


parts from separate dealers, and that 
qualified village personnel while off duty 
could be hired to construct certain parts.

Murder Sentencing Slated 


A 24-year-old Louisiana man, convicted 


of the 1969 slaying of Michael Elderedge 
of Des Flames, is scheduled for sentenc- 
ing tomorrow by Judge Francis Dela- 
ney hi Cook County Criminal Court, Chi" 
cago. 


Wilton Bergeron was convicted Aug. 1, 


of the fatal stabbing of Elderedge, 15, 
during a drinking party July 28,1969J at 
the Dolphin Motel, in unincorporated 
Niles. Elderedge, who lived at 9040 Fed- 
eral Court, was to become a sophomore 
at Maine East High School. 


Cook County Sheriff's police in Niles, 


who charged Bergeron with the murder, 
said Bergeron met Elderedge and four of 
his friends at a drive-in restaurant and 
invited the five youths to a party in his 
motel room. Police said Bergeron also 
invited several of his friends to the pap 
ty. 


ALTHOUGH SHERIFF'S police said 


Bergeron and one defense witness testi- 
fied that Elderedge started a fight with 
him causing Bergeron to stab Elderedge 
In self defense, they said all other wit- 
nesses claimed Bergeron stabbed the boy 
without provocation. 


After the stabbing Bergeron and three 


other men left the motel room and head- 
ed for Chicago, sheriff's police said. 


When they stopped at a service station 
one of the men apparently panicked and 
stopped a Chicago policeman to tell him 
they were driving a stolen car. Bergeron 
and the other two men were taken into 
custody for questioning. 


The four other youths who were with 


Elderedge also left the room and one of 
the boys flagged down a sheriff's police 
car and told the policeman what hap- 
pened. 


When the officer got to the room he 


found Elderedge still alive but critically 
wounded. Elderedge was taken to Lu- 
theran General Hospital where he died 
while undergoing surgery. 


Bergeron was convicted of murder in a 


verdict returned by a Jury Aug. 1. The 
case was heard by Judge Delaney. 
State's Attorneys Michael Stevenson and 
M i c h a e l Bolan prosecuted charges 
against Bergeron. 


BERGERON, WHO IS originally from 


Westwego, La., has a previous record in 
Louisiana for burglary and < was con- 
victed of burglary and armed robbery In 
Los Angeles. 


At the time of his death, Elderedge 


had just completed his freshman year at 
Maine East High School. 


they might lose, too in attitudes,, — a loss 
of respect." 


Though some women expressed "no in- 


terest" in even a discussion of equal 
rights, one young mother was definite in 
her opinion.

Equal rights could affect alimony pay- 


ments and military duty, as well as 
equal wages in employment. 


Many of the'women questioned hadn't 


given the idea of equal rights "enough 
thought," and reacted only to the much 
publicized women's liberation movement. 


"It's kind of ridiculous," said Mrs. 


R.N. Hogan of Tanglewood Drive "Men 
should be looked up to as men. Women's 
liberation Is too much going the other 
way." 


At the same tune equal opportunities 


in employment seemed to appeal to most 
of the women interviewed. Mrs. B. Hous- 
ton, who lives on WikJwood Drive, de- 
scribed herself as "an elderly person" 
who "really doesn't pay much attention 
to such things." A worker herself, she 
added "actually I think it's great." 


Eighteen of the women called weren't 


home, which might Indicate that local 
housewives even if not concerned with 
the present liberation movement, are at 
least enjoying the freedom earned by the 
first suffragettes 47 years ago.

*FM Radio Permit Granted 


The Federal Communications Commis- 


sion (FCC) in Washington has granted a 
construction permit for the establishment 
of »n FM radio station in Des Plaines. It 
is the last such permit available allowing 
construction of FM stations in the Chi- 
cago area. 


Two men, Edward Walter Piszczek, of 


Prospect Heights, and Jerome West- 
erfield, of Lincolnshire, were awarded 
the permit by the FCC to build the sta- 
tion. It will probably be in operation by 
next summer. 


The station, with its transmitter to be 


located in Arlington Heights, will mainly 
serve Des Plaines and a large portion of 
Maine Township, according to Piszczek. 
It will consist largely of music, news and 
sports and appeal to the adult population 
of the area. 


Piszczek and Westerfield said construc- 


tion of the station will begin next month 
at an undetermined site. They have to 
wait 30 days from the date of the grant- 
ing of a building permit, according to 
FCC regulations. 


When it goes into operation next year 


the station will be located at 106.7 on the 
FM dial. It will have 50,000 watts of pow- 
er and the capacity to transmit more 
than 30 miles from its origin. 


ACCORDING TO an FCC official in 


Chicago, the building permit was the last 
one available in the area and will not 
allow another station of its kind to be 
started unless an existing station goes 
out of business or another frequency is 
created. 


The awarding of the construction per- 


mit comes ten years after both Piszczek 
and Westerfield first applied for the right 
to build the station, 


"It has been quite a lengthy case," 


said Piszczek "First we won the case. 
Then through a rule change we had to 
reapply in 1965. At that time there were 
two new applicants and we've all been 
Involved in hearings the last few years. 


"Then the FCC made the initial deci- 


sion last year to accept our application. 
Then a review board studied the case. 
It's been a very complicated decision." 


Piszczek, who said he has been in the 


broadcasting field for 20 years, said the 
format for the new station would be eval- 
uated but that it would be geared to 
adult entertainment. 


PISZCZEK, WHO USED to have a pro- 


gram at the Tally Ho Restaurant in Park 
Ridge, said the station can perform a 
service to the community it reaches and 
that this was one of the reasons he want- 
ed to purchase a station.

Tiny Ballerinas 
Cute, But Beware

• Cute little four year old ballerinas eli- 
cit admiring oohs and aahs from doting 
parents, but they draw sharp criticism 
from Hoffman Estates ballet student 
Charlene Miyashita. 
, "Parents have good intentions," the 19- 
year old Milllkin University student says, 
out adds that a lack of adequate knowl- 
edge of ballet and an excess of poor 
teachers combine to work against the 
youngest students. 


Charlene is concerned about the dan- 


gers to the health of 6 or 7 year olds who 
attempt toe dancing and even rigorous 
ballet. Many teachers disregard, she 
says, the purely physical limitations of 
ballet and toe. 


"The bones of the toes are the last to 


develop," she explains. "Care must be 
taken not to put pressure on them before 
.they are strong enough. Otherwise, bone 
.deformation as well as muscular strain 
•will cause the calves to look knotty and 
•ugly." 


CHARLENE, WHO BEGAN formal 


training in gymnastics and acrobatics, 
;has practiced ballet for the last two 
;years. This summer, in addition to a full 
•time job, she took lessons three times a 
'week at the Ellis DuBoulay School, Chi- 
cago. 
; Majoring in music education and phys- 
•ical education, she hopes someday to 
•teach eurhythmies on the college level. 
:"The study of rhythms" Involves learn- 
ing how to use one's body as a musical 
; instrument. 
• She has also considered teaching ballet

plains, reminding parents that strict bal- 
let is more highly stylized and in a way 
less creative. 


Basic locomotor movements will help

"IT IS LITERALLY shocking to watch 


some of the teachers that attempt to 
'teach' as I found out while looking for a 
dance teacher last summer," she says. 


"Characteristics 
of a good dance 


teacher," she continues, "as in any com- 
petent teacher, lie in the motivation and 
knowledge of the teacher," She recom- 
mends that parents investigate teachers 
by observing their classes, 


The young ballet advocate feels that the 


student's performance in a class will tell 
a lot about the instructor. 


"You can usually tell by the children's 


bodies if the teacher has taught the cor- 
rect way to stand, and move," she main- 
tains. 


Recitals with gaudy costumes and a 


long list of credentials do not necessarily 
indicate a good dance school. "Often re- 
citals are of little good. The students 
spend more time learning the dance than 
what they spend on technique," Charlene 
says. 


THE ATMOSPHERE in a good teach- 


er's class will show the warmth and con- 
cern of the teacher. Though this should 
include discipline, freedom to ask ques- 
tion is a good indication of the teacher's 
desire to teach. 


The usual yellow page method of se- 


lecting a dance school should be recog- 
nized as a very nap-hazard process. 
Charlene says, "Someone who once was, 
or has been all his life a very good danc- 
er may not be able to understand the 
problems children have. Beat names 
aren't always the best teachers " 


Charlene, who tries to practice every 


day, lives with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Masao Miyashita, 134 Morton St., Hoff- 
man Estates. The 5 foot 2 inch, 105 pound 
dancer has wanted to be a dancer since 
her first preschool training. Her parents 
always wanted her to be interested in 
piano. "Now I'm trying to do both," 
Charlene says brightly, and her concern 
for her art is obvious. 


She wants ballet to be healthy, not de- 


structive for beginners. "As a recreation, 
it's beautiful!" she exclaims, empha- 
sizing, "I don't want to see people ruin- 
ing their bodies. I know what can hap- 
pen."

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Disaster' Predicted For London 


by PETER J. SHAW 


LONDON (UP1) —Picture central Lon- 


don in the year 2070 as a ghost city after 
dark. 


Restaurants, bustling at lunch, 
shut- 


tered. 
Theaters, musty with disuse, 


empty. 


During the working day it pulses as 


usual. But come nightfall, millions mi- 
grate to suburbia and beyond 


Left are pockets of the very rich and 


the very poor. 


It's a grim possibility, according to 


3,300 London members of the Royal In- 
stitute of British Architects. 


They say municipal officials plotting 


London's long range development for the 
1970s have whipped up "a recipe for en- 
vironmental disaster." • 


The architects are the most vocal 


critics of the Greater London Council 
(GLC) plan, the most controversial fea- 
ture of which is three beltway road sys- 
tems around London to encourage au- 
tomobile usage. 


If the GLC plan is followed through, 


the architects say, London by 1981 will 
be dirtier. It will have fewer people, 
more roads, more traffic and so many 
commuters that understaffed and in- 
adequate public transport could not 
cope. 


Because of the furor since the plan was 


unveiled last March, the British govern- 
ment recently ordered an inquiry into its 
merits. 


The GLC plan suggests six major 


strategic shopping and arts centers in 
outer London. 


The GLC said it expects 600,000 per- 


sons to leave the greater London area by 
1961 but such centers would forestall an 
even larger outflow. 


The plan declares that ability to move 


about efficiently is basic to the function- 
ing and prosperity of London. 


According to the plan, "the total en- 


vironment in relation to transpor has to 


Hynotist Says 
Field Is Ready 
For Licensing 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD- Hypnotist 


Arthur Ellen, who converted three dec- 
ades of stage experience into a private 
practice catering to sports and show 
business figures, thinks his field is ready 
for licensing. 


"The spooky misconceptions about 


hypnosis are now reaching proportions 
where licensing is necessary," said the 
dapper practitioner from Westwood, 


"We need a screening board to deter- 


mine what is honest hypnosis and what 
isn't. It will always be more of an art 
than a science, but there should be a 
standard for licensing it as a para-medi- 
cal field similar to physiotherapy." 


Ellen, a quick-talking man proud of his 


three decades as a night club hynpo- 
tist, was working with athletes and en- 
tertainers before setting up practke she 
years ago in a Los Angeles area medical 
building. 


He dropped the names of Tony Curtis, 


Roberto Clemente, Maury Wills, Jackie 
Jensen and Bill Toomey—adding that 
they had all publicly mentioned his treat- 
ment of "mental hangups" which were 
hampering their performances. 


"I never discussed a patient until the 


patient mentions it first," he said in a 
recent interview. 


"Hypnosis is not a panacea," Ellen 


said. "It can't produce greater talent 
than a person lias. But it can help some- 
one free himself of his hangups by lead- 
ing him into his subconscious and break- 
ing up a behavior pattern he can't break 
consciously." 


IN HIS PRIVATE practice, Ellen takes 


referrals from more than 400 physicians 
who have been free to take advantage of 
hypnosis since the American Medical As- 
sociation approved it as a method of 
treatment in 1958. 


"It's used in anesthesia, open heart 


surgery and such things as painless 
childbirth," Ellen said. "But I think its 
most important role will be in the same 
areas as psychiatry— helping people to 
do things they should be able to do." 


The hypnotist, who lectures occasion- 


ally at the UCLA Medical School and 
Neuropsychiatric Institute, said it can 
also be used in the treatment of alcohol- 
ics and drug abusers, but only those 
"sincerely trying to get off but troubled 
by subconscious fears or a lack of con- 
fidence." 


Ellen's more famous clients have gen- 


erally feared flying or failure. 


Baseball player Jensen's fear of flying 


shortened his big league career. Ellen 
got him into an airplane once, but the 
treatment didn't last. Curtis, who also 
feared Hying, has since bought bis own 
jet. 


Athletes - baseball, football and bas- 


ketball players-develop fears of losing 
their good reflexes, of slumps, of being 
over the hill, or about the reasons they 
were traded, be said. 


"All one has to do is suspect he is over 


the hill, and his reflexes are going to 
prove he Is right," Ellen said. 


The hypnotist hasn't completely given 


up the entertainment side of his trade. 
He was In town en route to his annual 
three-wtek "working vacation" at a 
South L a k e Tahoa rasort.

In their critical report titled London 


1981, the architects said: 


"The Greater London ' development 


plan is mainly directed at the educated, 
relatively affluent, car-driving suburban 
family which comprises only one part of 
London's social fabric." 


The architects said: "Our view is that 


the motor vehicle represents a major 
threat to the environment and that its 
use must be restricted. 


"The population must be retained as 


far as possible within London, and within 
central London; this can only be 
achieved by an approved environment 
consisting of more mixed communities, 
fewer vehicles, more dwellings and a so- 
phisticated public transport system con- 
veniently linking traffic-free areas." 


The report said there is a strong possi- 


bility that within 100 years central Lon- 


don will be as the City (financial dis- 
trict) is today, deserted outside office 
hours." 


The architects gave an economic 


warning: 


"Once the garbagemen, milkmen, post- 


men and hotel waiters, for instance, have 
to move from inner London to the sub- 
urbs and beyond, they 'are more likely to 
accept employment in the areas to which 
they move rather than bear the cost and 
difficulty of daily commuting." 


The architects suggested redefining 


central London to include large swatches 
of the more impoverished East End, 
much of which was blitzed during World 
War II. 


This, they said, would redress the bal- 


ance of investment which favors the west 
in roads, public transport, shops and 
overall environment. 


"There is nothing in the GLC devel- 


opment plan to prevent London, in the 
future, being left only to the very rich 
and the very poor," they said, 


The problems confronting London de- 


velopment in the 1970s are akin to many 
being thrashed out in •rban America. 


Because of rocketing housing prices, 85 


per cent of London's present 7.9 million 
population cannot afford mortgage re- 
payments on properties costing about 
$12,000. 


This is near the bottom of the market. 


Median price for a two bedroom apart- 
ment or house in a desirable part of Lon-" 
don is around $20,000. 


The problem is especially acute in in- 


ner areas where the new urban poor con- 
centrate. Even public housing financed 
by borough authorities through local 
taxes faces soaring land and building 
costs. 


The situation today was described in a 


question put by Judy Hillman, planning 
correspondent

newspaper: 


"What shall it profit a city if it has the 


fnest buildings, a roaring tourist trade 
and a flourishing commerce while per- 
haps a third of its people can hardly af- 
ford to exist?"

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Three-Week Mayor 
Masters Disaster 


by MIKE 
WESTER 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) - James H, 


Cranberry bad been mayor of Texas' 
eighth largest city only three weeks 
when, on May 11, a tornado ripped out 
the heart of Lubbock. 


In a terrifying five minutes one of the 


worst tornadoes in Texas history killed 
26 persons, injured an estimated $1,500 
and caused damage placed at $200 mil- 
lion. 


For the 37-year-old destist-turned-may- 


or. 
life changed instantly. 


Suddenly, 2.600 Lubbock families were 


plunged into various degrees of distress. 
Ninety of the injured were hospitalized. 
With 949 homes destroyed or heavily 
damaged, 1,800 persons required emer- 
gency shelter and 11,664 were provided 
by the American Red Cross with 34,994 
not meals in a week. 


What can a mayor of three weeks, ac- 


customed to the quiet decorum of a den- 
tal office, do when confronted with so 
frightening an emergency? 


"I have never seen rescue and relief 


operations brought into being more 
quickly or effectively," said Gen. George 
A. Lincoln, the president's personal rep- 
resentative to the disaster area, who flew 
in from Washington the next morning. 


"Disaster operations are always diffi- 


cult, but this has been the smoothest 1 
have known," said George Hastings, who 
also arrived the following day to coordi- 
nate the entire federal relief and recov- 
ery effort. "1 attribute it to an excellent 
city government, and to full under- 
standing and cooperation by the city, 
county and state governments." 


Hastings, of Denton, Tex., is regional 


director of the Office of Emergency 
preparedness. Lincoln is director of the 
OEP, working directly under the presi- 
dent. Both arrived in Lubbock after the 
city's emergency operating center had 
swang into action. 


"You 
handled 
everything per- 


fectly," said U.S. Rep. George H. Mahon, 
D-Tex., who comes from Lubbock, 


Cranberry, who defeated 
the in- 


cumbent mayor in an April 21 election, 
was at home with his family when the 
tornado dipped down from a crashing, 
lightning-filled thunderstorm which grew 
more violent as it approached the West 
Texas city. 


Cranberry said that at the approach of 


the storm, he and his family had gath- 
ered in the center of the house and he 


had helped his wife, Edwina, get the five 
children tucked away in the safest place. 


"Then I went outside to look at the 


sky. When I returned the radio was off 
and I figured my weak batteries had fi- 
nally played out, It was several minutes 
later before I knew what had happened, 
and several hours before I began to real- 
ize the full extent of it." 


The usual five-minute drive to city hall 


took almost an hour. 


"We even got lost a couple times," 


Cranberry said. "The usual 
land- 


marks 
that 
we automatically used to 


guide us had been blown away." 


At city hall Cranberry was soon joined 


by the other four councilman and city 
officials. Everything was turmoil. The 
police station had been hit and was with- 
out electricity and communications. 


But it took only minutes to convene an 


emergency council meeting. The mayor 
asked for and received permission to al- 
low the city manager, Bill Blackwell, to 
take charge and run things, although the 
city charter said the mayor had power 
under such emergencies to "act as he 
sees fit and order any agency or citizen 
to do what he requests." 


"When you are riding horseback in a 


swollen stream and things get rough you 
don't try to change horses," Cranberry 
said. 
"Our city 
manager operates 


the city on a daily basis and knows the 
people who head up each phase of our 
operation. I saw no reason to step in and 
take over when he already knew who 
was in charge of what and just how 
much he could expect of each person." 


Action came fast that tragic tornado 


night. 


"Immediately we proclaimed a state of 


emergency," the mayor said. "We put a 
curfew on the hit area as best we knew 
it, and ordered all looters to be shot on 


sight. Then, the city council went into 
emergency session to pass needed resolu- 
tions to begin immediate search and res- 
cue, and make plans on how to operate 
our city. 


"The council immediately contacted 


the state capital and asked the National 
Guard be activated. We learned the gov- 
ernor was out of state, but the lieutenant 
governor promised every help possible 
and flew out to aid us himself the next 
morning." 


Cranberry went 44 hours without sleep 


while directing the emergency operation. 
All of the dead were found before day- 
break, and only a few injured were lo- 
cated after the sun came up. 


"I see no major goof-ups in the entire 


operation looking back over it," Gran- 
berry said. "Sure, no one is ever pre- 
pared for this type of thing. But with a 
capable, efficient and dedicated city 
staff, concerned and cooperative citizens 
and tremendous response from the coun- 
ty, 
state 
and 
federal government, 


everything seemed to go as smoothly as 
possible." 


By daylight rehousing of persons had 


begun. The Red Cross and the Salvation 
Army headed the feeding and clothing 
of stricken people, operating with the 
United Fund and many church organiza- 
tions. 


"Lubbock has already recovered in 


spirit," Cranberry said. "This was 
proved six weeks after the storm when 
we went on national television with the 
10th annual Coaches All-America Game, 
and had the biggest crowd ever of foot- 
ball fans — not just people making a 
show. 


' ' P e o p l e have become individuals 


again, but with a different spirit. It's a 
renewed spirit that we are going to build 
b a c k b e t t e r . 1 think we will."

Time To Notice

Much has been made of Presi- 


dent Nixon's monumental faux pas 
in "pre-judging" the Charles Man- 
son murder proceedings in Los An- 
geles. 


And the criticism of the Presi- 


dent has been sound and justified. 
Mr Nixon, despite his elaborate 
retraction 
afterward, committed 


an enormous blunder in his com- 
ment th it Manson "was guilty, 
directly or indirectly, of eight mur- 
ders without reason." 
'That was an incredible state- 
rftent from a man who is both a 
liwyer and President, and indeed 
was a direct contradiction to the 
American tradition of presumption 
of innocence until proven other- 
Wise. 
' It would appear that the furor 
Mr. Nixon touched off has been 
sufficient to make that point. 


But we think there is another 


point that should be made, because 
it also has been underlined by the 
Manson proceedings, and it threat- 
ens to have a graver impact on our 
trial procedure than any offhand 
Presidential remark 


It is, in simple terms, a growing 


tide of disrespect directed at our 
judicial process, emanating chiefly 
from defense attorneys. 


The Manson trial, for example, 


has been peppered with angry and 
flamboyant outbursts by the de- 
fense team, repeated clashes with 
the trial judge, even complaints of 
obscenities being mouthed by the 
defense attorneys. 


It reached a head after the Nixon 


remarks, when the judge sen- 
tenced one of the defense attorneys 
to three nights in jail for contempt 
for leaving near Manson a news- 
paper with the headline, "Manson 
Guilty, Nixon Declares." Manson 


flashed the headline at the jury. 


These events were representa- 


tive of the kind of disruptive tac- 
ics increasingly being practiced in 
the courtroom, tactics typified best 
in this area by the performance of 
th.e defense team in the celebrated 
Chicago 7 trial. 


The effect is to carry the ad- 


versary system to a level of con- 
tention never intended, and per- 
haps to prejudice the outcome of 
trial proceedings. 


The situation has grown serious 


enough to prompt Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger to decry "the 
outrageous episodes we hear and 
read about in the courtrooms," and 
fret that this "trial by combat" is 
undermining the judicial system. 


We agree, and we think it is time 


for the American Bar Association 
and the state bar associations to 
take critical notice.

Spotlight: 
Board Errs

In its efforts to get things done for its 


village, Buffalo Grove's Village Board 
has, on occasions, failed to give enough 
consideration to legal aspects of its ac- 
tions. 


In the last six months, the village 


board has admitted, in one instance, that 
it was indulging in a "not legal" agree- 
ment, and, in another instance, that it 
was considering signing an "extra-legal" 
contract. 


The more recent example came to 


light only about two weeks ago at a Buf- 
falo Grove Park District meeting when 
the terms of an unofficial financial ar- 
rangement between the village and the 
park district were revealed. 


As it turned out the village board and 


most of the park commissioners were of 
the understanding that the money the vil- 
lage was spending to pay park district 
bills would be repaid later by the park 
district when it began receiving its own 
revenue. 


Sherwood Zwirn, a park commissioner, 


objected to the arrangement, saying it 
would be illegal if carried out. He said he 
considered the village funds a gift, not 
to the park district, but to the commu- 
nity. 


VILLAGE PRES. Don Thompson and 


some of the trustees were at that meet- 
ing. They readily admitted the agree- 
ment was of doubtful legality.- Trustee 
Robert Gleeson, head of the village's fi- 
nancial committee termed the agreement 
"not legal." 


And the following week at a combined 


meeting of the two groups, Thompson 
readily admitted "the board was fully 
cognizant of the fact it was illegal; fully 
cognizant of the advice of counsel (Vil- 
lage Atty. Richard Raysa) that it was 
illegal." 


Thompson said the board took the ac- 


tion, however, because without village 
funds the park district would have had 
no program to offer residents this sum- 
mer. And he was right. For the district 
had no legal means of either procuring 
or spending money until a few weeks 
ago. 


The challenging of the agreement 


forced Thompson to immediately end vil- 
lage aid to the district permanently. 


SIX MONTHS AGO the village board 


found itself in a similar position on an- 
other matter. At that time it was plan- 
ning to sign a set of contracts giving the 
village an option to buy the pnvately 
owned Buffalo Utility Co. 


One of those contracts called for the 


rezoning of land where the utility com- 
pany's sewage treatment plant is not lo- 
cated. Utility company owners want to 
build apartments on the site. The con- 
tiact would have agreed to the rezoning 
of the site for those apartments. 


This time it was a plan commissioner 


and a village resident challenging the 
pending agreement. Their challenges re- 
sulted in Thompson admitting that the 
proposed contract was in fact "extra-le- 
gal." 


Once again the board planned to take 


action against the advice of the village 
attorney, Raysa, who told them "con- 
tract zoning" was suspect. 


And once again, Thompson said the 


board was taking the action because they 
felt it would help the citizens of the vil- 
lage. 


IN BOTH CASES the actions were, by 


village officials' own admission, of doubt- 
ful legality. And in both cases the board 
decided to take the actions anyway be- 
cause those actions appeared to be best 
for the community. 


It's time, however, for such actions to 


stop. In neither case were the results en- 
tirely satisfactory. As it turned out in the 
park district matter, though the summer 
program was able to start, the sudden 
end of village help creates financial 
problems for the district which it has not 
anticipated. 


And with the contract zoning matter, 


the utility company owners signed the 
option agreement without getting the 
apartment zoning they wanted. 


What it all amounts to is that appar- 


ently the village board has had the best 
of goals in mind. Now it is time for the 
board to use the best methods to achieve 
those goals. 


A Way To Idle Away The Hours

Many people wonder what to do on 


rainy Saturday nights as they wait for 
their basements to fill up with water and 
sewage. 


To help pass those long, dreary hours, 


there is a new table game on the market 
which they might find interesting. It's 
called Palopoly. 


The object of the game is to live in a 


make believe suburb and pay off your 
mortgage without having your property 
depreciate. 


Players, using miniature dump trucks, 


sump pumps and commuter trains 
move around a small board by throwing 
dice. As you can see, it's a geme of 
chance. 


The biggest disaster that can befall a 


player is if he owns one or more of the 
various properties on the board and his 
next door neighbor decides to build apart- 
ment buildings. 


In that case, a player tries to land on a 


"Bank" space so he can sell his property 
and move someplace else. If a player de- 
cides to move to the property called In- 
verness, he no longer can play the game. 
He's just not in the same class as every- 
one else. 


THE GAME STARTS with each indi- 


vidual acquiring at least one property. 
He does not have to have money to ac- 
quire property. That wouldn't be right. 


After properties are distributed, each 


player rolls the dice and moves around 
the board. Many things can happen in 
Palopoly. It's almost like real life. 


Throughout the board there are spaces 


which have a question mark. These are 
"Rain" spaces. Each time a player lands 
on this space he picks a "Chance" card. 
The card tells a player how much dam- 
age he suffers because of the ram. Noth- 
ing good ever happens when it rains. 


There is one spaced marked "Outraged 


Citizen." If a player lands here; he can 
yell at all the other players as loud as he 
likes about anything he wants. This does 
not contribute anything to the game, but 
it makes the Outraged Citizen feel better. 


There is also a Chamber of Commerce 


space. When a player lands on this 
space, be may become executive director 
of the chamber. Since a chamber direc- 
tor already has a job, becoming director 
gives you 'added income. To become 
chamber director, you have to ask the 
other players (the executive board) if 
you can have the job. According to the 


rules, they have to say yes. Becoming 
chamber director means you're sitting 
pretty. 


Another space on the board gives a 


property owner a house with a depressed 
drive-way. If he does not manage to sell 
his new house within two trips around- 
the board, he automatically loses. If he 
lands on a Rain space, and has a de- 
pressed drive-way he loses right away 
' and drops out of the game. 


IN ORDER TO MAKE the most money 


from the property, a player may try to 
develop apartment buildings on it. 


To develop apartments,, a player must 


convince the other players that his apart- 
ments will not depreciate property val- 
ues. One way to do this is to draw a 
"Planned Unit Development" card from 
a stack of cards called "Zoning Deci- 
sions." 


Once a player has a planned unit de- 


velopment, on one of his properties, bis 
neighbors lose and turn over their prop- 
erties to the developer. He can continue 
doing this until the game is over. 


Other players may try to stop him by 


drawing a Favorable Court card, out of 
the Zoning Decisions pile, but the possi- 
bility is so remote, it never happens. 


The game ends when the board is cov- 


ered with apartment buildings. A player 
then moves on to the second game in the 
series, Arlingopoly.

Eye On Arlington 


Witch 
Hunt 
Over?

The witch hunt is over. 
After many weeks of raised eyebrows 


and empty accusations, the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board has ended its inquiry into the 
ownership of Arlington Park race track. 
And although Alexander 3. MacArthur, 
board chairman, and his -as. cohorts saw 
apparitions around every corner, not one 
bona fide, genuine, 14 karat gold witch 
could be found. 


Not that they didn't try hard enough. 


Like the infamous witch hunts of Salem, 
Mass., the board doggedly tracked the 
spooks through the forests of pre- 
judgment and guilt by association. 


PHILIP 3. LEVIN was the "head 


ghoul" in the board's mind, and they 
chased him from the outset. Without the 
slightest indication of any wrongdoing in 
the operation of the track, the board in- 
terrogated Levin viciously — countering 
his explanations of giant financial deal- 
ings and holdings with such open-minded 
sarcasm as, "You've'got to be kidding," 
and "Do you expect us to believe that?" 


In the opening session, which MacAr- 


thur repeatedly reminded was simply a 
"get-acquainted meeting," the only thing 
the hunter could prove was that they 
were not capable of comprehending the 
workings of high finance. Perhaps that's 
why Levin, and not any member of the 
board, is the head of a multi-million dol- 
lar conglomerate. 


Not satisfied with its initial failure the 


board chased down several more dark 
alleys m their pursuit of evil. The results 
were equally unsuccessful. Next in line 
for the board's disfavor were three exec- 
utives of Gulf and Western Industries, 
parent company of Levin's Transnation 
Development Corp., which owns Chicago 
Thoroughbred Enterprises, operator of 
the track. Charles Bluhdorn, David Ju- 
delson and Joel Dolkart, businessmen 
who are highly respected everywhere ex- 
cept in Room 1015 of the State of Illinois 
Building, met with the same prejudice 
encountered by Levin. 


Then it was Newton J. Mandel and 


George Yarbenet, officers of the Arling- 
ton Park Jockey Club, who incurred the 
board's wrath. John F Loome, executive 
vice president of CTE, a man who not 
only has the reputation for being one of 
the finest track operators in the country, 
but who also spent many years with the 
FBI, was treated disgracefully by the 
board throughout the investigation. 


ALL THESE MEN, facing a hostile 


board which frequently professed its fair- 
ness and impartiality, were slapped con- 
tinually with sarcastic remarks, overly 
smug grins and know-it-all glances from 
the self-righteous commissioners. 


Only three witnesses were safe from 


attack. This trio, special agents from the 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation, were 
greeted with open arms. Until Monday 
they were thought to have opened a 
closet door at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
full of skeletons and voodoo dolls. 


The union was perfectly natural, be- 


cause the investigators were as smug, 
righteous and as impressed with them- 
selves as the board. Much to the delight 
of the hunters, the agents supplied pages 
of testimony to further the preconception 
of guilt — by association. 


Names of men frequently mentioned in 


discussions of organized crime in the 
U.S., and Canada flew fast and furious 
that day, with the implication that Levin 
and other executives of Gulf and Western 
and CTE were in cahoots with these un- 
savory characters. But even the in- 
vestigators had to admit they found no 
evidence to directly link syndicate mem- 
bers with Levin or any of his associates 
at the track, Transnation or Gulf and 
Western. 


FOR WEEKS NEWSMEN waited for 


the board to drop the bomb they seemed 
to be holding for the most dramatic mo- 
ment. But it never came, so it must be 
assumed it was all a big bluff, a fishing 
trip, a witch hunt. 


Now it's over and the truth has pre- 


vailed. Yet, like the questions of a 
shrewd trial lawyer, the adverse impEca- 
tions remain in the minds of the jury. 


Now that the board has finished asking 


their questions, perhaps they should start 
answering some. What was the real rea- 
son for opening the inquiry in the first 
place? Is there any connection between 
the investigation and the bevy of law 
suits filed by Marje Everett, former own- 
er of the track? Why was she never 
called to testify? Will the board now in- 
vestigate Sportsman's Park? When? 


The now concluded hearings are mean- 


ingless and of questionable purpose with- 
out answers to those questions. Without 
them it's just a "tale told by an idiot. 
Full of sound and fury andsignifying 
nothing."

inches in length. For the marinade (4 to 
4V3 pounds of ribs to serve 4 people), 
combine •'i cup water,"" i cup white cook- 
ing wine, 4 tablespoons vinegar, 1 tea- 
spoon dry mustard, 2 teaspoons chili 
powder, 2 teaspoons salt, 2 teaspoons 
black pepper, 1 onion finely minced, 4 
teaspoons sugar, ' i teaspoon tabasco 
sauce, and garlic salt as you tike it.

hard 


"It is best made a week ahead of time 


to 'ripen,' because the flavor improves 
with age," Marie advised She always 
gives this as gifts at Christmas and ad- 
vises that the fudge will freeze well, teo, 
if properly wrapped 


One of Mane's favorite dinners fea- 


tures Lasagna, made from an authentic 
Italian recipe. 


"It takes time to prepare, but is well

Take Some Steps 
To Clean Oven 


If you dread the chore of cleaning the 


oven, take some steps to keep the prob- 
lem from developing. 


Lucretia Thomason, University of Illi- 


nois Extension Adviser, recommends 
wiping open racks and surfaces with a 
damp cloth after use whenever spatters 
or spillovers occur. Thorough cleaning at 
a later time then becomes a simple mat- 
ter. 


There really is no need to soak and 


scrape stubborn spots. Place a saucer of 
household ammonia in the oven for sev- 
eral hours or overnight to loosen burned- 
on spatters. Then wash the oven and 
racks with warm suds, rinse and dry. 


IF YOU PREFER to use a commercial 


cleaner, follow package directions ex- 
actly. Keep cleaning spray away from 
the thermostat area and always wear 
rubber gloves. 


The fumes from many cleaners may be 


unpleasant, so make sure there is ade- 
quate ventilation in the room while you 
are cleaning. It you have smaD children 
in your home, do pour oven cleaning at a 
time when they are not around. 


To clean oven linen coated with a 


nonstick finish, simply wipe them with a 
warm sudsy cloth. For difficult spots, 
use a stiff nylon brush or pad. Never use 
an abrasive cleaner or metal scouring 
pad on nonstick finishes. 


Easy On The Heart 


A diet to reduce the risk of heart dis- 


ease should include more meals of chick* 
en, turkey, veal and fish, which are low 
in saturated fats, and no more than five 
meals a week of beef, lamb, pork or 
him, says the North Cook County Heart 
Association.

FALLACY: If I skip breakfast, then 


I'll lose weight. 


FACT: Not necessarily. Curb hunger 


and feelings of fatigue, breakfast skip- 
pers tend to nibble in as many calories 
as they "skipped." Studies show that 
skipping breakfast impairs your health, 
upsets your disposition and lowers your 
vitality. Without breakfast, it is unlikely 
that you will get all of the essential nutri- 
ents you need every day, or that you will 
be able to attain and maintain desirable 
weight., 


FALLACY: The perfect reducing diet 


is to cut out all breads and cereals; I 
don't need them anyway. 


FACT: Breads and cereals constitute 


one «« the very important Basic Four 
Food Groups. The whole-grain, enriched, 
restored and fortified foods in this group 
are economical sources of protein, iron, 
several of the B-vitamins and food ener- 
gy. A well-rounded diet will include four 
or more servings per person each day. 


FALLACY: If I have to stop eating all 


the "good things" in order to cut down 
my caloric intake, food jist won't be ap- 
petizing anymore. 


FACT: Granted, sugars as well as fats 


make food more enjoyable to eat, but 
moderation is the key word in weight 
control. 


More often than not the "extras" are 


what add unnecessary calories to the diet 
— such as that second spoonful of sugar 
on your cereal, or that extra spread of 
butter or jam on your morning toast. 


Since fats and oils, including butter 


and margarine, supply about 100 calories 
per tablespoon, it is also wise to cut 
down on the quantities of fat-rich gravies 
and sauces. Buy more of the lean cuts of 
meat and trim off much of the visible 
fat. Make a practice of using your broil- 
er more than your frypan and learning 
other methods of cookery that require 
little additional fat. Broiling allows much 
of the fat cooked out of the meat to run 
off. 


"So naughty are the calories that 


keep us stout." These are SNACKS, the 
foods we eat between meals that are 
high in calories but low in protein, vita- 
mins and minerals. People who do not 
need this extra energy may eliminate 
snack foods or substitute such foods as a 
piece of fruit, crisped carrot or celery 
sticks or a glass of lowfat milk.

There's little doubt ice cream is one of 


America's favorite foods. People of all 
ages love it. It is a perfect food for sick 
patients. If they can't eat anything else, 
they will perk up when served ice cream. 
And it goes down so well. 


Ice cream makes a notable contribu- 


tion in food nutrients, too. Proteins, cal- 
cium and riboflavin (a B-vitamin) are 
the main nutrients in ice cream. One-half 
cup of ice cream contains only 145 ca- 
lories. 


What about its care in the home? If 


you have a home freezer, you can store 
fee cream for as long as two months. 


What about snorter storage? In the 


freezing compartment of your refrig- 
erator, ice cream will keep well for two 
to three weeks. About a half hour before 
serving, move it to the regular part of 
your refrigerator. Once you've opened a 
carton of ice cream, always cover the 
exposed surface with foil or transparent 
plastic wrap to prevent the forming of a 
tough, leathery discolored skin that is 
caused by evaporation from the surface 
layer of ice cream.

Ice Cream Treats For Summer Coolers 


Because of the recent trucking strike 


and ice cream shortage, we put our ice 
cream maker into good use. It's amazing 
how much fun and enthusiasm is gener- 
ated when you decide to make your own 
ice cream. Nothing rivals the anticipa- 
tion of that first lick as all the "greedy 
little souls" sit around waiting for the ice 
cream to be "done." 


The following are a collection of good 


but simple ice cream and Ice recipes, 
along with some coolers that are strictly 
adult fart. 


CHOCOLATE ALMOND ICE CREAM 
A deep rich chocolate ice cream 


sprinkled with toasted almonds. Sure to 
be a favorite with everyone. 


Single recipe yield: approx. 4 quarts. 
5 squares unsweetened chocolate 
5 cups milk 


2% cups sugar 


6 tbU. flour 


a/4 teaspoon salt 


4 eggs 
5 cups cream 
2 teaspoons vanilla 


2 / 3 cup sliced, blanched almonds, 
toasted 


Melt chocolate over low flame, remov- 


ing from heat when partially melted and 
•tirrlng until it is completely melted. Set 
aside and cool. Meanwhile, scald milk 


over low heat. Combine sugar, flour and 
salt in a mixing bowl; add eggs and beat 
until light and fluffy. Add cooled choco- 
late and continue beating until mixture is 
well mixed. Pour 1 cup of scalded milk 
into the egg mixture, mixing well. Re- 
turn entire egg mixture into the remain- 
ing scalded milk and continue cooking, 
stirring constantly, until mixture coats a 
spoon. Remove from heat and chill. Add 
cream, vanilla and nuts. Put in ke 
cream maker and follow manufacturer's 
instructions. Or pour into ke cream 
trays in refrigerator and freeze until 
frosty. Remove, whip mixture and return 
to freezer. 


FRESH PEACH ICE CREAM 


Nothing adds as much nostalgia and 


juit plain "homeyness" as when you 
bring out your ice cream freezer and be- 
gin mixing up a batch of honest-to-good- 
nesi old-faihioned homemade ice cream. 
Whether you have an electric ke cream 
freezer or one that turns by hand doesn't 
seem to make much difference. The fol- 
lowing recipe may also be made in the 
freezing' compartment of your refrig- 
erator. However, that doesn't seem to 
add to the atmosphere as much. Try this < 
Fresh Peach Ice Cream, which has an 
incomparable homemade flavor. 


Single recipe yield: approx. 2 quarts. 


5 cups ripe peaches, 
peeled, pitted and sliced 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 


1% cups granulated sugar 


2 eggs 
2 cups heavy cream 
or half and half 
1 cup milk 
1 tsp. vanilla 
Scald and peel fresh peaches, halve, 


remove pits and slice. Cover with lemon 
juice. In mixing bowl, beat eggs and sug- 
ar together until very thick. Now add 
peaches and continue beating until UK 
peaches are fairly well crushed. (A po- 
tato masher may also be used for this 
step.) Combine peach mixture with 
cream, milk and vanilla in ice cream 
freezer container. Following manufac- 
turer's instructions, continue making ke 
cream. 


For those who do not nave an ke 


cream maker, follow the steps in the 
first paragraph. After the peaches are 
well mashed and blended, add remaining 
ingredients, stirring until 'well blended. 
Pour into large freezing trays and return 
to freezer. Freeze until firm around the 
edges, about 1 hour. Transfer to large 
bowl of electric mixer and beat at high 
speed until smooth and creamy, but not 
melted. Return to freezer trays and 


freeze until firm. (For extra creamy ice 
cream the above step may be repeated 
once more.) 


To serve: Remove from freezer ap- 


proximately 15 minutes before serving. 


For a real gournmet touch, spoon 


peach or almond brandy over ice cream 
before serving. 


SPICED APPLE CIDER ICE 


These fruit-flavored kes are very pop- 


ular in parts of Europe, particularly 
Italy. They are quite different than any- 
thing prepared commercially; very re- 
freshing. 


Single recipe yield: about Wt quarts. 
6 cups cider 
1 cup granulated sugar 
1 or 2 cinnamon sticks 
V4 cup undiluted frozen 


orange juice concentrate 


% cup lemon juice 


Simmer cider with sugar and cinna- 


mon 5 minutes. Add orange juice and 
lemon juice. Freeze in 2-quart or larger 
crank freezer until difficult to chum, us- 
ing t parts crushed ice to 1 .part ke 
cream salt. Ripen. 


To ripen: When ice cream is firm, 


draw off water from freezer. Wipe off 
and remove lid; take out dasher, plug 
opening in lid, pack ice cream mixture 
down and recover. Repack freezer as fol- 


lows: If serving within 2 hours, use 1/3 
crushed ice to each 1 cup of ke cream 
salt. If holding ke cream longer, use 2 
quarts of ice cream to each 1 cup of salt. 
Cover with heavy cloth. 


To make in freezer: Combine above in- 


gredients as directed above. Fill ice 
cream trays and freeze until mush. Beat 
with electric mixer and return to freezer. 


BAHAMA COOLER 


T h i s r e m a r k a b l e drink 


would be a good choice to serve on 
a hot day. Serve it straight on ke or, if 
you like, it can be made into a tall drink 
simply by adding club soda. 


Single drink: 


1 ounce light rum 
1 Tripleseo or other 


orange liqueur 


1 ounce orange juke 
1 ounce fresh lemon juice 
1 ounce pineapple juice 
1 tablespoon Grenadine 


Club soda to taste (optional) 
Combine the above ingredients an. 


pour into a tan glass of chipped ice. 
Serve with a straw. 


To serve four drinks, just use 4 ounces 


of each of the above ingredient! with toe 
exception of Grenadine.

Handy Checklist 
For Good Cooks 


Every good cook knows what to do 


when her recipe states "cook at rapid 
boil" . . . or does she? Does "boil rapid- 
ly" differ from a "full rolling boil" or 
simply from "boil"? 


To eliminate all confusion, food prepa- 


ration experts of The West Bend Com- 
pany, leading manufacturer of cookware 
and small appliances, have compiled a 
glossary of everyday cooking terms. 


BRING TO A BOH, signifies a step be- 


fore cooking. Bubbles appear at the bot- 
tom of the water or any liquid, rise to 
the top, then break. When all liquid is in 
motion, it has come to a boil. 


BOIL means to cook at the boiling 


point as explained in the above step. 
When point is reached, adjust heat to 
maintain it. 


BOIL RAPIDLY indicates the point at 


which liquid goes into rapid motion. The 
surface breaks into small, lumpy waves. 
A rapid boil will not cook foods faster, 
but for some uses it is better. 


FULL, ROLLING BOIL indicates the 


point at which the liquid rises in the pan, 
then tumbles into waves that can't be 
stirred down. This usually occurs in 
heavy sugar mixtures. 


SIMMER designates the point just be- 


low boiling. In simmering, the food cooks 
so slowly that the surface moves just 
slightly; no bubbles show. 


STEAM means to cook by steam in a 


closed container. This method is used in 
preparation of dumplings and puddings. 


BLANCH means to precook food in 


boiling water or steam. 


POACH means to cook in a hot liquid, 


e.g. eggs, fish, vegetables. 


STEEP means to let a food stand in a 


hot liquid, below boiling, to extract fla- 
vor, color or both. 


PARBOIL means to cook food in a 


boiling liquid until partially done. This is 
usually a preliminary step to further 
cooking. 


SCALD means to heat milk to just be- 


low boiling point, when tiny bubbles form 
at the edge. 


ON-THE-GO cooks can stir up a quick and easy supper 
with this one-dish specialty. It combines luncheon meat 
and Vienna sausage with canned macaroni — cheese 
sauce and canned mixed vegetables. Convience foods 
such as these are easy to store in a camper and don't 
need refrigeration. 
Picnic Cleanup Tips 


Almost everyone loves a picnic. And 


from now until the first frosty evenings 
of autumn, it would be difficult to imag- 
ine a better place for meals than the 
great outdoors. 


But nobody loves the clean-up chores 


that inevitably follow — even when it's a 
picnic in your own backyard or patio. In 
fact, the wit who once described dish- 
washing as "dependable as the sunrise — 
but with none of its beauty" could easily 
have been thinking of the K.P. duty after 
a summer outing. After all, in the midst 
of all the fun, who wants to think about 
dirty dishes? 


With a little planning, however, the 


cleanup from your backyard outings can 
be fast and efficient. The woman who 
has an automatic dishwasher will find 
this checklist handy for choosing (and 
using) the right items for patio picnicke- 
ry: 


Anyone who's ever tried to cut into a 


steak on a paper plate, or eat a juicy 
casserole from one, knows at least one 
goid reason why sturdy plates, snch as 
plastic, are preferable. In fact, except 
for finger foods like hamburgers or cold 
fried chicken, plastic dishes are almost a 
necessity if you eat outdoors fairly often. 


Most of today's plastic dinnerware is 


"dishwasher proof" and is so labelled. 
But if in doubt, check with the manufac- 
turer. 


Breakable glasses are best left in the 


kitchen cupboard. Besides being a safety 
haiard, they are more apt to be chipped 
or broken during trips to and from the 
home. Use disposable plastic or paper 
cups for backyard picnics; when serving 
either very hot or very cold beverages, 
Insulated plastic tumblers or plastic 
foam cups are a good idea. 


Stainless steel or sturdy plastic knives, 


forks and spoons are ideal choices for 
flatware. Steak knives constructed with 
an attached handle tend to loosen in the 
dishwasher, s« yon will want to wash 
these by hand. 


If in doubt about a set of knives, "test 


wash" a single knife for several weeks. 


Don't forget to include skewers, tongs 


and smaller barbecue grills when you're 
loading the dishwasher. 


Warm summer and autumn days are 


ideal weather for patio picnics. It's good 
to know that with a little planning, the 
whole event will be enjoyable from start 
to clean-up.

ney beans, celery, onion, eggs, pickle, 
mayonnaise, chili sauce or catsup and 
salt.

Computer To Count Your Groceries 


One day in the next five years you may 


go to your local supermarket, and find 
yourself face-to-face with a computer. 


To be more exact, it win be a comput- 


er terminal and the cashier at the check 
out counter will be operating it instead 
of a cash register. 


To the average housewife, long accus- 


tomed to receiving the products of com- 
puter technology in bills, bank state- 
ments and government notifications, this 
will be her first direct visual encounter 
with a computer system in operation. 


ALTHOUGH PRICES will be stamped 


on packages and cans as they are now, 
the cashier will pay no attention to them. 
Her interest will be with the code num- 
ber stamped on the package. She will 
register this number on the keyboard of 
the computer terminal. 


If you're buying 15 cans of dog food, 


the cashier will not ring up each can sep- 
arately. Instead, she will register the 
code number, then tell the computer to 
multiply the price by 15. 


The computer will do as it is told, then 


total up the bill, add on taxes, and flash 
this information back to the terminal 
which will issue you a hard-copy receipt 
and trading stamps. 


You won't see the computer that is 


making all these calculations. It will be 
located across town or hundreds of miles 
a w a y , connected to- the terminals 
through multiplexes and telephone lines 


INCIDENTALLY, if the telephone lines 


are cut or become overloaded, the cash- 
ier will flip a switch and the terminal 
will function exactly like a conventional 
cash register.until communications are 
again restored. 


Some supermarkets in California and 


Connecticut are already using this kind 
of computer system. The terminals — 
called-MarketrOBB - are being produced 
in Tampa 'by. Honeywell, Inc. for In- 
ventory Management Systems, Inc. ofLos 
Angeles. IMS, in turn, is leasing them to 
the supermarkets.

There are around 15 million Americans 


with physical disabilities. These may be 
from arthritis, old age, incoordination, 
limited use of hands or limited vision. 
Yet all these disabled persons must eat 
and many must run a home and feed 
their families. 


There are two helpful books for them. 


The first, the new "Mealtime Manual for 
the Aged and Handicapped," gives spe- 
cific advice on how to make kitchens 
workable and meal preparation easier. 
Prepared by the Institute of Rehabilita- 
tion Medicine, New York University 
Medical Center, it is published by Simon 
& Schuster. 


The book is the result of a special two- 


year reserach project by a group of med- 
ical adivsers, two occupational thera- 
ipsts, a home economist, a bio-engine*, 
electrical engineer and a regular engi- 
neer.

patients were, most of them showed a 
persistent determination to learn how to 


cook for their families. You would be 
surprised how far limits of the handi- 
capped sometimes can stretch," this 
amiable but precise therapist says. 


OF "MEALTIME manual for the Aged 


and Handicapped," Dr. Howard A. Rusk, 
world-renowned director of the Institute 
of Rehabilitation Medicine, says: 


"The answers the research group and 


their patients found make this book a 
fundamental contribution to the handi- 
capped homemaker. It is more than a 
scientific treatise. It is actually a labor 
of love." 


The other book, endorsed by Dr. Rusk 


and also Dr. William S. Clark, president 
of the Arthritis Foundation, is "Food and 
Arthritis."

vegetable oil. Cook uncovered, stirring 
occasionally, until sauce is thickened, 
about five minutes. Gently stir in 2 cups 
of cooked green vegetables — lima 
beans, green beans or peas — and heat 
to serving temperature. Makes 4 to 6 
servings.

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Physical Deterioration 
May Up Fire Insurance 


New Paint To Combat 
Mercury Poisoning 


Any property owner who complains 


about the high cost of fire insurance on 
his building should take a realistic look 
at his property. Correcting existing dis- 
crepancies could make a difference. 


A building, as far as a fire insurance 


company is concerned, is either a "stan- 
dard" or a "non-standard" risk, accord- 
ing to Marvin E. Pritikin. President of 
Illinois Mutual Fire Insurance Company, 
Chicago. It either measures up to receiv- 
ing a "bureau rate," or is subjected to 
penalties, which are called surcharges. 
Pritikin said, "It is difficult to conceive 


of anyone investing money in a property, 
which could appreciate at about 15 per 
cent per year, and then allowing the 
building and site to deteriorate. It should 
also be a matter of personal and neigh- 
borhood pride with every renter to help 
with the 'housekeeping' of living quarters 
that have been entrusted to them. By the 
housekeeping, we mean keeping the inte- 
rior and yard free of litter, as well as 
seeing to it that senseless destruction 
and defacing by family members does 
not occur." 


Factors which influence a higher fire 


insurance rate, are: 1. Age of the build- 
Ing. 2. Physical Condition: not in repair, 
wood surfaces unpainted or decaying, 
porches not maintained, broken windows, 
plaster cracking or falling. 3. House- 
keeping: basement, hallways, attics, 
yard, not kept clear of litter and rubbish. 
4. Heating: unsafe arrangements, defec- 
tive devices, exposed stovepipes, faulty 
gas vents. 5. Wiring: unsafe and in- 
adequate, overloading, overfusing. 6. Oc- 
cupancy: overcrowding. 7. Adjacent Ex- 
posure: extra-hazardous conditions exist- 
ing in adjr cent property. 


Arnold Nilsen has been living and 


breathing mercury containing latex paint 
for years — and he's scared to death of 
it. 


Latex paint contains mercury, and re- 


cent studies by experts in the field show 
that mercury poisining is dangerous — to 
the eyes, limbs, organs — and sometimes 
is fatal. 


Nilsen, owner of the Pli-0-Seal Coat- 


ings Co., 3840 Industrial Ave., Rolling 
Meadows, has a new latex paint with no 
mercury or lead. About a year ago '.here 
was a rash of deaths in Chicago, attribut- 


ed to children eating peeling paint. At 
the time, the lead in the paint was 
blamed, and lead in paint was outlawed. 
"I don't think it was the lead; it was the 
mercury," Nilsen said. 


Resins from which latex paint is made 


contains 56 parts per million meicury. 
Manufacturers generally add more mer- 
cury, as it thickens the paint, and makes 
it effective against fungus and bacteria. 
And, it appears, possibly lethal. 


Nilsen explained that when a paint- 


brush is rinsed off in a sink, the mercury 
eventually ends up in lakes or streams.

Eventually, it is ingested into the hu- 


man system, through fish, or corn, or 
wheat, or livestock. And although the 
symptoms may be slow to appear, and 
the accumulation slow, mercury poison- 
ing occurs, Nilseri says. 


A long-time manufacturer of paint, Nil- 


sen did a great deal of actual painting 
one summer. Between April and Septem- 
ber that year he lost 60 per cent, of his 
eyesight. Again, he attributes mercury 
poisoning. 


A 16 year old boy left Nilsen's factory 


to become one of the best painters he 
ever had. Twelve years later, the 28 year 
old boy died. Suddenly, with no warning. 
Three autopsies did not turn up the cause 
of death. But Nilsen believes it was long- 
term mercury poisoning. 


"Nobody cares about this kind of pollu- 


tion or its effects, because nobody knows 
about it," he said. 


Studies are being carried on now about 


the effect of sleeping in rooms painted 
with paint containing mercury. The 
fumes, even when dry, may be harmful. 


Nilsen has been testing a new paint 


since last December. It is mercury free, 
containing other chemicals that make it 
four times as effective against bacteria 
as the mercury paint. 


The paint is fire retardant. It has in- 


creased color retention, and will soon be 
available through dealers. 


This paint should be used in all homes, 


hospitals, and anywhere that food is pre- 
pared," Nilsen said. 


Mercury paint has been outlawed in 


some states already. Two years ago, all 
mercury products were banned hi Swe- 
den. It is still legal in Illinois, but legisla- 
tion is being introduced to make it ille- 
gal. 


Nilsen has lived and breathed mercu- 


ry-containing paint for years, and he's 
glad that he's still alive to do something 
about it.

Prospects for the home-building in- 


dustry seemed bleak in January, 1970, 
but according to the August Barometer 
of Business published by economists at 
the Harris Trust and Savings Bank, Chi- 
cago, there's a rosy future in sight. 


Throughout the 1970's, the demand for 


housing will far exceed the supply. The 
U.S. Census Bureau has projected house- 
hold formations at a rate of 1.2 million 
per year over the next five years. Also, 
800,000 to 900,000 units must be built to 
replace existing housing. 


This June showed a modest improve- 


ment in private housing starts which will 
probably accelerate when inflation slack- 
ens. However, total starts of 1970 housing 
will be under the level of residential 
building achieved in 1969. 


Savings and loan associations which 


provide nearly one-half of the funds for 
the housing market substantially in- 
creased mortgage lending in the last 
three months. This is a good indication of 
an upward trend. 


A general decline in interest rates will 


make mortgages a more attractive in- 
strument for lending institutions. During 


1969, households sharply curtailed then- 
flow of funds into banks and savings and 
loan associations, choosing instead to in- 
vest in government and corporate secu- 
rities yielding up to nine per cent inter- 
est. 


A main drag on the industry is virtual- 


ly full employment in the United States 
combined with a shortage of skilled 
building workers. Construction wages 
climbed to nearly seven per cent per 
year which is not offset by the corre- 
sponding rise of two per cent in housing 
industry productivity.

Merchants expect to be selling more 


and making less this year. Almost half of 
the participating retailers expect sales 
volume for 1970 to be up over 1969, but 52 
per cent expect profits to drop in the 
same period. 


They expect retail prices to increase, 


and say that factors beyond their control 


will influence these increases. Higher 
merchandise costs headed the list, with 
increased costs for labor, store supplies 
and taxes following close behind. 


Probably because of the increase in 


prices, merchants felt that consumer 
groups would be more active in 1970 than 
in 1969. They expect the activism to be 
mainly in the form of boycotts or picket- 
ing.

which would affect store operations.

Housing Legislation 


Kroger—Good 'New' Days 


Mortgage bankers generally favor the 


Administration proposal to consolidate 
today's proliferation of housing legisla- 
tion. But they warn that without parallel 
action by the states, important areas of 
the nation could be cut off from mort- 
gage credit for as much as three years. 


Home finance industry views were 


aired in hearings in which the Senate 
Subcommittee on Housing and Urban Af- 
fairs considers the HUD-sponsored Mort- 
gage Credit Assistance Act. The bill 
would drop references to the Federal 
Mousing 
Administration 
(FHA), 
but 


promises to continue that agency's pro- 
grams under the consolidation. 


Everett C. Spelman, a Denver mort- 


gage banker and vice president of the 


Mortgage Bankers Association of Amer- 
ica (MBA), told committee chairman 
Sen. John Sparkman (D-Ala.) that the 
present complexities discourage mort- 
gage investors but said, "We caution the 
Congress to take great care . . . lest the 
desirable present law be swept away 
with the undesirable." 


Spelman supported the provision for 


flexible maximum mortgage amounts as 
a "significant improvement." He rea- 
soned that builders are deterred from op- 
erating under FHA programs when ris- 
ing costs make it impossible to produce 
housing within the statutory mortgage 
limitations. 


On other proposals, the MBA spokes- 


man said that the income levels to quali- 


fy a family for the assisted housing pro- 
gram should be above public housing 
limits but below present FHA min- 
imums. 


He said families with incomes making 


them eligible for a $13,000 existing home 
insured under the unassisted Section 203, 
fqr example, are also eligible for a 
$16,000 new home, complete with a Sec- 
tion 235 subsidy. 


"Many of these families have become, 


or have been made aware of this and 
have taken advantage of the Section 235 
sulisidy," Spelman said. 


"The purpose of the assisted housing 


program is to provide adequate housing 
to families unable to afford it, not to pro- 
vide better housing to families able to 
afford adequate housing."

Kroger Food Stores in this area are 


celebrating the 87th anniversary of the 
founding of the company, now the third 
largest food chain in the United States. 


The late B. H. Kroger opened the first 


tiny Kroger grocery store on Cincinnati's 
riverfront in 1883. And even though Kro- 
ger had some revolutionary ideas about 
quality, ("In order to succeed," he said, 
"a merchant must be more' particular 
than bis most particular customer"), he 
began in an era that makes 1970 look 
pretty good. 


In those days, modern standards of 


cleanliness and quality were unheard of. 
There were not too many canned foods, 
and those that were available were far 
below the quality shoppers take for 
granted today. 


But except for a few fruits and vege- 


tables, such as apples or potatoes, which 
could be stored over the winter or dried, 
there wasn't much choice. Home-canning 
was still a risky business. 


Kroger was one of the few grocers who 


insisted on inspecting and tasting canned 
foods before he purchased them. Today 
his informal on-the-spot tests have devel- 
oped into an extensive scientific quality 
control program which checks the quali- 
ty of Kroger foods from the farm to the 
store shelf. 


It was the Cracker Barrel Age. Crack- 


ers (which usually became soggy and 
dusty before the barrel was empty), 
pickles, butter, sugar, tea and coffee, 
and dried fruits were sold in bulk. Flour 
was bought by the barrel since most 
housewives rose before dawn each day to 
start the wood-burning fire in their kitch- 
en range and bake fresh bread for break- 
fast. 


The enthusiasm with which shoppers 


received Kroger's introduction of a bak- 
ery to supply his stores with fresh bread 
might have stemmed partly from the 
price (2& cent a loaf) and partly from 
the description of bread-making from a 
cookbook of the era. "Practical House- 
keeping," popular in the 1890's, warns 
housewives to "knead for 45 minutes to 
one hour . . . any pause may injure the 
bread..." 


And the meat markets of those days 


offered nothing to compare with the hun- 
dreds of meat items found in a modern 
Kroger supermarket. The summertime 


in smaller villages and farms 


salt pork for breakfast, salt pork 
for dinner, salt pork for supper. 


City-dwellers fared a bit better. But 


commercial ice-making did not come 
along until the 1890's, so if the winter had 
been too warm to produce a deep coat of 


ice on rivers and lakes, they too had 
little fresh meat ' 


The good old days? 
Today, thanks to the pioneering efforts 


of men like Barney Kroger, Americans 
have available to them better foods for a 
smaller percentage of take-home pay 
than anyone else in the world or than 
ever before in our history. 


So maybe it should be the "good new 


days."

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Free Lunches Set For Needy Students 


Dlst. 54 will provide free lunettes for 


children from low-income families at all 
district schools this fall, according to 
school officials. 


House Bill 2601 recently passed in 


Springfield requires all Illinois school 
districts to provide free lunches for 
needy students this year. 


Eligible for the free lunches are chil- 


dren from familes receiving ADC pay- 
ments (Aid to Dependent Children), gen- 
eral assistance or food stamps. These 
low-income families will be asked to con- 
tact school principals for participation in 
the free lunch program. 


Dist. 54 administrators anticipate that 


a small number of students will qualify 
for the free lunches. 


"We bad a few cases of free lunches 


given In our junior highs last year," said 
assistant Supt Milton Derr. 


FREE LUNCHES WERE provided at 


the junior highs last year since these 
schools had hot lunch programs, Derr ex- 
plained. However, free lunches are re- 
quired for all needy pupils in Dist 54 this 
fall. The state will reimburse the district 
IS cents for each free meal served 


According to the Dist. 54 adminis- 


tration, the free lunch to be provided 
would be a "type A" lunch, as defined by 
the state. It could be a hot lunch or a 
cold lunch, depending on the number of 
children receiving free lunches at a par- 
ticular school, according to Derr 


Diit. 54 is now getting estimates on 


lunch costs from area food vendors. 


It is expected that cards will be issued 


to Schaumburg Township families who 
are eligible for the free lunch program 
by welfare authorities 


Derr said a letter would be sent home 


with Dist 54 pupils after school starts 
informing parents that free lunches will 
be provided for children qualifying for 
the program 


DIST. 54 ELEMENTARY students who 


wish to participate in the paid lunch 
room program at Dooley, Campanelli, 
and Hale schools in Weathersfield this 
coming school year must be registered 
Aug 26 at the respective schools Aug 26 
is also Book Fee Payment Day in Dist 
54 


There is ample room for all children 


who desire to register, according to the 
program supervisors. 


Each child who participates in the paid 


lunch program brings his own sack 
lunch The fee charged each pupil pays 
the cost of adult supervisors Multipur- 
pose rooms at the three schools are used 
for the lunch program, which is operated 
by a group of Weathersfield parents 


According to Mrs Jackie Sheehan, 


publicity chairman, children who were 
pre-registered last spring must register 
again on Book Fee Payment Day. 


In order to be eligible for the paid 


lunch program, children must live be- 
tween one-half mile to one mile from 
school. 


THE COST FOR EACH pupil in the 


program is $20 for the first child in a 
family and $10 for each additional child 
for the school year Parents may pay 
half the fee Aug 26 and half in January, 
according to Mrs. Sheehan. 


Those students who participate in both 


the paid supervisor program and the 
milk program must pay for them sepa- 
rately 


All questions of parents will be an- 


swered at the Weathersfield schools on 
Book Fee Payment Day, said Mrs. Shee- 
han 


There will be no lunch programs at 


Schaumburg School or Hanover High- 
lands School this fall, since these two 
schools will be on double sessions until 
three new schools are completed in Dist. 
54 early next year. Previously, the Hano- 
ver Highlands School operated a paid 
lunch program and all Schaumburg 
School students took lunches since they 
are all bused. 


Earlier this year, the Dist. 54 school 


board decided not to permit classrooms 
to be used for the paid lunch program 
Mrs. Robert Sells, 1634 Rosalyn Ln., is 
supervisor of the Weathersfield paid 
lunch program, which carries its own in- 
surance. 


DURING THE COLD weather months 


of January and February, Dist. 54 prima- 
ry pupils (grades 1 to 3) who live more 
than half a mile from school may bring 


their lunch if their mother takes a turn 
at supervising youngsters. 


Students at the three junior highs in 


Dist 54 - Addams, Frost, and Keller — 
may eat a hot lunch at school for the 
price of 40 cents per meal. Mass Feeding 
Corp , Elk Grove, provides the lunches in 
the junior high buildings under a two 
year contract recently approved by the 
Dist 54 school board 


Participation in the hot-lunch program 


last year in Dist 54 junior highs was be- 
tween 35 and 40 per cent. The district 
experienced an operating loss of $6,520 
last year on the junior high lunch pro- 
gram, but it received a rebate of five 
cents per meal on units served. 


Mass feeding officials said that meals 


served in Dist. 54 this coming year will 
have 20 per cent larger portions than last 
year. Last year was the first year for the 
hot-lunch program.

But Lack Of Teacher Knowledge 


Can Work Against Young Child 


BY MARY HUTCHINGS 


Cute little four year old ballerinas eli- 


cit admiring oohs and aahs from doting 
parents, but they draw sharp criticism 
from Hoffman Estates ballet student 
Charlene Miyashita. 


"Parents have good intentions," the 19- 


year old Mlllikin University student says, 
but adds that a lack of adequate knowl- 
edge of ballet and an excess of poor 
teachers combine to work against the 
youngest students. 


Charlene is concerned about the dan- 


gers to the health of 6 or 7 year olds who 
attempt toe dancing and even rigorous 
ballet. Many teachers disregard, she 
says, the purely physical limitations of 
ballet and toe. 


"The bones of the toes are the last to 


develop," she explains. "Care must be 
taken not to put pressure on them before 
they are strong enough. Otherwise, bone 
deformation as well as muscular strain 
will cause the calves to look knotty and 
ugly." 


CHARLENE, WHO BEGAN formal 


training in gymnastics and acrobatics, 
has practiced ballet for the last two 
years. This summer, in addition to a full 
time job, she took lessons three times a 
week at the Ellis DuBoulay School, Chi- 
cago. 


Majoring in music education and phys- 


ical education, she hopes someday to 


teach eurhythmies on the college level. 
"The study of rhythms" involves learn- 
ing how to use one's body as a musical 
instrument. 


She has also considered teaching ballet 


on the elementary level "I hope I can 
inspire kids interested in learning ballet, 
and perhaps through me they could find 
someone better." 


Charlene suggests that parents inter- 


ested in dance training for their pre- 
schoolers enroll the youngsters in acro- 
batics or modern dance courses. 


"Both will suit the child's mental and 


physical abilities," she says, objecting to 
regular ballet lessons which should re- 
quire French terminology and retain- 
ment of a new lesson from week to week. 


"VARIOUS EXERCISES in technique 


and creativity also help the child to de- 
velop strength and discipline," she ex- 
plains, reminding parents that strict bal- 
let is more highly stylized and in a way 
less creative. 


Basic locomotor movements will help 


the young dancer to co-ordinate her body 
and understand movement better," Char- 
lene maintains, adding that this is often 
what parents mistakenly seek in ballet 


Modern dance exercises and tech- 


niques will develop parts of the body not 
even used in ballet. Usually thought of in 


relation to jazz, modern dance actually 
includes a variety of idioms, among 
them existentialism, cerebralism (de- 
humanization of dance,) and Americana 


Gymnastics, on the other hand, offers 


a variety of equipment for the child's 
use, and will develop the strength and 
coordination as well as balance needed in 
ballet. 


Charlene is concerned with parents' se- 


lection of good dance teachers, which to 
her is of primary importance 


"IT IS LITERALLY shocking to watch 


some of the teachers that attempt to 
'teach' as I found out while looking for a 
dance teacher last summer," she says. 


"Characteristics of a good dance 


teacher," she continues, "as in any com- 
petent teacher, lie in the motivation and 
knowledge of the teacher." She recom- 
mends that parents investigate teachers 
by observing their classes 


The young ballet advocate feels that the 


student's performance in a class will tell 
a lot about the instructor. 


"You can usually tell by the children's 


bodies if the teacher has taught the cor- 
rect way to stand, and move," she main- 
tains 


Recitals with gaudy costumes and a 


long list of credentials do not necessarily 
indicate a good dance school. "Often re- 
citals are of little good. The students 


spend more time learning the dance than 
what they spend on technique," Charlene 
says. 


THE ATMOSPHERE in a good teach- 


er's class will show the warmth and con- 
cern of the teacher. Though this should 
include discipline, freedom to ask ques- 
tion is a good indication of the teacher's 
desire to teach 


The usual yellow page method of se- 


lecting a dance school should be recog- 
nized as a very bap-hazard process. 
Charlene says, "Someone who once was, 
or has been all his Me a very good danc- 
er may not be able to understand the 
problems children have. Best names 
aren't always the best teachers " 


Charlene, who tries to practice every 


day, lives with her parents, Mr. and Mrs 
Masao Miyashita, 134 Morton St, Hoff- 
man Estates. The 5 foot 2 inch, 105 pound 
dancer has wanted to be a dancer since 
her first preschool training. Her parents 
always wanted her to be interested in 
piano. "Now I'm trying to do both," 
Charlene says brightly, and her concern 
for her art is obvious. 


She wants ballet to be healthy, not de- 


structive for beginners "As a recreation, 
it's beautiful!" she exclaims, empha- 
sizing, "I don't want to see people ruin- 
ing their bodies. I know what can hap- 
pen"

The village of Schaumburg will have 


two new fire station staffed and oper- 
ational within 12 months if all goes ac- 
cording to plan, Mayor Robert 0 Atcher 
said thlt week. 


"In fact, I will go so far as to say that 


we must have these stations, and have 
t h e m staffed 
with personnel and 


•quipped within a year," Atcher com- 
mented in an Interview with Tin Herald 
yesterday. 


Skes for both stations will be donated 


to the village by prime developers In 
both araai, although Atcber Mid that ac- 


tual deeding of the land has not as yet 
taken place. 


"I will be placing telephone calls today 


to the land planning firm responsible for 
these projects (Barton-Aschman & Asso- 
ciates) urging that both land studies be 
expedited," the mayor explained. 


THE VILLAGE'S main fire station will 


be at Meacham and Golf roads and will 
service the entire Woodfleld Mall Shop- 
ping Center plus residential and apart- 
ment development in that general area, 
Atcher said. 


The large station will be constructed 


on approximately one acre of land in or- 
der to provide proper access and egress 
of equipment. Atcher estimated the prob- 
able cost of constructing the main station 
at about $2 million. 


The other station will be at Roselle and 


Golf Roads, and will sendee commercial 
and residential development in that area. 


Atcher indicated that the smaller sta- 


tion win be similar in size to the existing 
fire house on Schaumburg Road, but said 
architectural style of each of the pro- 
posed buildings will reflect surrounding 
portions of the village. 


"WE ARE NOT going to tie ouneivea 


down to one style but rather, in con- 
formity with our entire ideas about vil- 
lage planning, permit the new buildings 
to blend in harmoniously with their 
neighbors," he said. 


Although Atcher said he could not pin- 


point a date for expected deeding over of 
the fire station sites or beginning of con- 
struction of either building, he predicted 
that this will be happening in the very 
near future. 


"With the opening of Woodfield Man 


planned for about one year from now we 
are going to have to get this started just 
as quickly as is feasible," Atcher said.

Boys Anticipate Opening Of Boxing Ring 


An IB-square foot boxing ring for Hano- 


ver Park's youth boxing program is 
-.newly complete. 


Platforms for the boxing ring wore 


completed by volunteer workers last 
week, and the pipes and ropes will be 
assembled this Saturday, according to 
Larry Celeste, who is serving as the box- 
ing instructor for the recreational pro- 
gram for boys from 8 to 20. Celeste re- 
sides at 1561 Birch Ln., Hanover Park. 


The ring is being assembled in the 


Hanover Park public works building on 
Jensen Blvd. 


Hanover Park's youth boxing program 


is co-sponsored by the Hanover Park 
Park District and the Fraternal Order of 
Police (FOP). The boxing instruction 
program is five years old. 


Cost of the boxing ring, approximately 


$1,200, was shared equally by the park 
district and donations. Celeste submitted 


an open letter to the community early 
this year requesting aid in getting the 
ring. 


"MANY PEOPLE volunteered their 


services in helping to build the ring," 
said Celeste, who supervised coristruc- 
tion. He had special praise for team 
coaches and officials of the Hanover 
Park Little League, who donated their 
time for constructing the platforms. 


Ropes for the boxing ring were pro- 


vided at cost alone by B & D Sporting 
Goods Store. 


Three Saturdays and two Sundays 


were spent in constructing the boxing 
platforms, Celeste said. Four platforms 
will be placed on top of each other and 
attached together. 


Participants in the youth boxing pro- 


gram will initially train on Saturday 
from 10 a.m. to about 2 p.m., according 
to Celeste. 


"If there are enough boys interested in 


tournament competition, we may go to 
training six days a week," said Celeste, 
who began boxing in the CYO program 
(Catholic Youth Organization, founded by 
the late Bishop Shiel) at the age of 16. 


HANOVER PARK'S youth boxing pro- 


gram is open to interested youth in the 
area, including those residing in Schaum- 
burg and Hoffman Estates, according to 
park district officials. The program is 
not restricted to those living in the Hano- 
ver Park Park District. 


Celeste himself designed the boxing 


ring and was the chief booster in obtain- 
ing it. The ring will have red, white and 
blue ropes. 


"There's no community around that's 


got a ring like this one," said Celeste. 
"It's really something we can come up 
with out here in the suburbs." 


According to the instructor, any ex- 


penses for the boxing program could be 
raised by holding exhibitions in the fu- 
ture. 


"My main objective is not to train 


fighters," said Celeste. "It's to give 
these youth a little discipline, a little 
self-respect." 


The Hanover Park resident, an em- 


ploye of Coca-Cola bottling company in 
St. Charles, said the boxing program 
would give youngsters "something to 
do." 


"There are many good kids today, and 


you have to keep them good," Celeste 
observed. "You have to keep the good 
kids from getting involved with drugs 


and bad companions. A youth has got to 
want to go in the right direction." 


"I THINK THIS ring will be a good 


thing for the whole community," Celeste 
added. He said that adults in the commu- 
nity could also use it for exercise classes 
with rope skipping and punching a bag. 


One of the boxers now being trained by 


Celeste in the recreational program is a 
Hoffman Estates youth, Nick Dacy, who 
is 6-2 and weighs 175. He is 17. 


"He is a real promising boxer," Ce- 


leste said. 


"Boxing training is the best and tough- 


est there is," the coach declared. "It 
gives a youngster a kind of training you 
don't get in any other sport."

Roselle's village board has agreed to 


participate in a cost-sharing project with 
DuPage County to install traffic signals 
at Roselle and Irving Park roads. 


Donald "Jack" Wall, assistant super- 


visor Bloomingdale township suggested 
the project to the village board Monday 
night. The county, according to Wall, 
would be willing to participate in a 
matching funds program. 


Wall said a "shotgun estimate" of the 


cost of installing signals was approxi- 
mately $20,000. 


"I, as a resident of the arta, realize 


the need and see no opposition from the 
county Ttoard," Wall said. 


Because the board has financial com- 


mitments in other areas, particularly the 
widening of Irving Park Road from Park 
Avenue eastward, trustees told Wall they 
couldn't consider an expenditure until 
January, 1971.

board road committee. 


The project, which would include a left 


turn light and possibly lights for the rail- 
road crossing, will now go to the road 
committee of the county board.

of an FM radio station in Des Plaines. It 
is the last such permit available allowing 
construction of FM stations in the Chi- 
cago area. 


Two men, Edward Walter Piszczek, of 


Prospect Heights, and Jerome West- 
erfield, of Lincolnshire, were awarded 
the permit by the FCC to build the sta- 
tion. It will probably be in operation by 
next summer. 


The station, with its transmitter to be 


located in Arlington Heights, will mainly 
serve Des Plaines and a large portion of 
Maine Township, according to Piszczek. 
It will consist largely of music, news and 
sports and appeal to the adult population 
of the area, 


Piszczek and Westerfield said construc- 


tion of the station will begin rext month 
at an undetermined site. They have to 
wait 30 days from the date of the grant- 
ing of a building permit, according to 
FCC regulations. 


When it goes into operation next year 


the station will be located at 106.7 on the 
FM dial. It will have 50,000 watts of pow- 
er and the capacity to transmit more 


than 30 miles from its origin. 


ACCORDING TO an FCC official in 


Chicago, the building permit was the* last 
one available in the area and will not 
allow another station of its kind to be 
started unless an existing station goes 
out of business or another frequency is 
created. 


The awarding of the construction per- 


mit comes ten years after both Piszczek 
and Westerfield first applied for the right 
to build the station. 


"It has been quite a lengthy case," 


said Piszczek. "First we won the case. 
Then through a rule change we had to 
reapply in 1965. At that time there were 
two new applicants and we've all been 
involved in hearings the last few years. 


"Then the FCC made the initial deci- 


sion last year to accept our application. 
Then a review board studied the case. 
It's been a very complicated decision." 


Piszczek, who said he has been in the 


broadcasting field for 20 years, said the 
format for the new station would be eval- 
uated but that it would be geared to 
adult entertainment. 


PISZCZEK, WHO USED to have a pro- 


gram at the Tally Ho Restaurant in Park 
Ridge, said the station can perform a 
service to the community it reaches and 
that this was one of the reasons he want- 
ed to purchase a station. 


The two men who will own the radio 


station have a lengthy and varying de- 
gree of experience 
in the commu- 


nications media. 


Piszczek, who uses the business name 


of Edward Walters, is currently em- 
ployed with Ray Mack Productions in 
Chicago after serving ten years with 
WFMF radio. He was station manager 
there for four years. 


Westerfield is with the advertising firm 


of Stevens, Kirkland and Kreer. 


The two men, serving as partners, 


were given the okay to start the new sta- 
tion despite competitive attempts by the 
News Sun Broadcasting Co., through 
WKRS, Waukegan, and Maine Township 
FM Inc., which lists as its participants 
Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 
and Maine Township committeeman 
Floyd Fulle.

Work Progresses On Flood 
Preventative Program Here 


It may be the dry season of the year in 


Wheeling but work is progressing on a 
program to prevent repeat performances 
of last spring's floods. 


A total of 476 persons have signed peti- 


tions which have been turned in to Wheel- 
ing village officials at the municipal 


building. 


The petitions, drawn up for circulation 


by the village attorney will be part of a 
campaign in January to convince state 
legislators that funds are needed to stop 
flooding In the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch watershed. 


The petitions signed by residents urge 


the Illinois General Assembly to appro- 
priate funds for flood control work in the 
watershed, to give the project top prior- 
ity in funding, and to attempt to fund 
improvements for the Des Plaines River 
channel to further alleviate flooding in 
the area. 


In addition to the petitions at the mu- 


nicipal building, others are still out being 
circulated for signatures by area resi- 
dents in Wheeling and other villages in 
the watershed. 


Meanwhile, Illinois Division of Water- 


ways (IDW) personnel are also at work 
preparing for the upcoming presentation 


to the legislature. 


An IDW spokesman told the Herald 


y e s t e r d a y that statistics from a 
house-to-house survey being conducted in 
the watershed are now being cdmpiled. 


A completed report estimating the 


costs of damage resulting from flooding 
is expected to be issued in two or three 
weeks, the spokesman said. 


He urged any local residents who have 


not mailed survey forms to the state as 
yet to return them as quickly as possible. 


The survey, which began July 1, was 


made to prepare for discussions of fund- 
ing for the local watershed flood control 
programs in legislative committees. 


Lenard Spyer, district engineer for the 


waterways division explained that the 
survey was conducted "in anticipation 
that the people are going to petition their 
representatives for these appropriation 
bills to be approved by the legislature." 


The information gathered in the survey 


is used to prepare a number of statistical 
charts including a cost benefit ratio com- 
paring the cost of flood control improve- 
ments as related to the costs of damages 
resulting from flooding. 


Though the IDW has had plans for wid- 


ening and deepening the creek for sev- 


eral years, the legislature has not funded 
the project. This year's drive to get the 
funds from the state legislature was 
prompted by a visit to the village by the 
IDW chief engineer, John Guillou. 


Guillou (who came to Wheeling after 


residents planned a bus trip to Spring- 
field to see him) told the residents that a 
$2.4 million improvement program on the 


creek and a $9 million program in the 
Des Plaines River would solve flooding 
problems in the watershed. 


Guillou has since told residents that his 


division would give improvements to the 
creek priority over widening the river if 
any funds are appropriated for use in the 
watershed by the state legislature.

A new director for the Young Adult 


Education Program at Wheeling High 
School has been hired by the Dist. 214 
school board. 


Henry Blim, formerly a cooperative 


work training coordinator for the pro- 
gram, will be the new director of the pro- 
gram. He will replace Don Day. 


Blim's appointment is effective Mon- 


day and will run through June 1, 1971. 
He will be paid a salary of $16,500. 


The program enables young adults who 


have dropped out of high school to con- 
tinue their education la the evenings and 


obtain a high school diploma. 


It was started at WHS in 1964. In 1967 


the program was expanded with the aid 
of a three-year grant under Title III of 
the federal Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act. 


The grant terminated in June, and 


funding for the 1970-71 program will be 
provided by state funds, fees and tuition. 
The operating budget will be $109,688. 


Projected enrollment th the program 


for 1970-71 is 180 students. 


In addition to the director, the staff of 


the program will include several coor- 
dinators who will teach courses and act 
as liaison between the students and their 


employers, approximately 36 classroom 
teachers, social workers and counselors 
and a secretary. 


Eighteen different courses will be of- 


fered to students in the program. Credit 
will also be awarded for work experi- 
ence. 


The program will be free to residents 


of School Dist. 2l4 and on a tuition-basis 
to persons living outside the school dis- 
trict. 


In June 1968,16 persons received Dist. 


214 high school diplomas under the pro- 
gram. In the next year, 26 were gradu- 
ated and this spring, 36 received their 
diplomas in the program.

FM Station Permit Granted 
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The Federal Communications Commis- 


sion (FCC) in Washington has granted a 
construction permit for the establishment 
Wreck 
Deserted 
Stations 


In the future, abandoned service sta- 


tions in Wheeling may no longer be the 
problem they are now. Currently several 
abandoned service stations exist, unat- 
tended, in the village. 


The village board has received a re- 


port from Village Atty. Paul Hamer that 
recommends village adoption of an ordi- 
nance requiring the demolition of aban- 
doned service station structures. The or- 
dinance recommended by Hamer is Sim- 
ilar to one used in Arlington Heights. 


Hamer's recommendation would have 


owners of properties used for service sta- 
tions or franchise operations sign an 
agreement or covenant on the land. Un- 
der that covenant property owners would 
agree to demolish the structure (or have 
the village demolish it) on the site if it 
was vacant for a certain period of time. 
The requirement would apply not only to 
service stations but to all types of fran- 
chise operations. 


THOUGH VILLAGE board passage of 


the ordinance would not affect the status 
of the abandoned stations now in the vil- 
lage, it would be enforced on all future 
service station and franchise operation 
structures. 


Hamer's recommendation came after 


he studied the Arlington Heights ordi- 
nance. His study was made at the 
request of Trustee Ira Bird. 


The Arlington Heights ordinance calls 


for demolition of the building after it has 
remained vacant for 60 days. However, 
Hamer recommended the board adopt a 
longer waiting period in its ordinance. 
Rental Firm 
Law Slated 


An ordinance to allow equipment rent- 


al services in the Village of Wheeling is 
being prepared by the village attorney. 


The ordinance, which will be consid- 


ered by the village board within the next 
few weeks, will provide for equipment 
rental services with no outside storage 
on property with general business dis- 
trict zoning. 


Equipment rental services using out- 


side storage would be allowed on proper- 
ty zoned for general industrial use. 


Automobile rental or leasing firms 


would be placed in the service business 
district zoning class under the new ordi- 
nance. The new ordinance is based on 
hearings held by the village's zoning 
board of appeals. 


DOUGLAS CARG1LL, zoning board 


chairman, said at those hearings that the 
village had received an inquiry asking 
which zoning classification would al- 
low equipment rental services renting 
such items as homeowners equipment, 
hospital equipment, health equipment, 
party goods, office equipment and radios 
and televisions, No one representing such 
a business was present at the public 
hearings.

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of an FM radio station in Des Plaines. It 
is the last such permit available allowing 
construction of FM stations in the Chi- 
cago area. 


Two men, Edward Walter Piszczek, of 


Prospect Heights,' and Jerome West- 
erfield, of Lincolnshire, were awarded 
the permit by the FCC to build the sta- 
tion. It will probably be in operation by 
next summer. 


The station, with its transmitter to be 


located in Arlington Heights, will mainly 
serve Des Plaines and a large portion of 
Maine Township, according to Piszczek. 
It will consist largely of music, news and 
sports and appeal to the adult population 
of the area. 


Piszczek and Wester-field said construc- 


tion of the station will begin next month 
at an undetermined,site. They have to 
wait 30 days from the date of (lie grant- 
ing of a building permit, according to 
FCC regulations. 
( 


When it goes into operation next year 


the station will be located at 106.7 on the 
FM dial. It will have 50,000 watts of pow- 
er and the capacity to transmit more 


than 30 miles from its origin. 


ACCORDING TO an FCC official in 


Chicago, the building permit was the last 
one available in the area and will not 
allow another station of its kind to be 
started unless an existing station goes 
out of business or another frequency is 
created. 


The awarding of the construction per- 


mit comes ten years after both Piszczek 
and Westerfield first applied for the right 
to build the station. 


"It has been quite a lengthy case," 


said Piszczek. "First we won the case. 
Then through a rule change we had to 
reapply in 1965. At that time there were 
two new applicants and we've all been 
involved in hearings the last few years. 


"Then the FCC made the initial deci- 


sion 7ast year to accept our application. 
Then a review board studied the case. 
It's been a very complicated decision." 


Piszczek, who said he has been in the 


broadcasting field for 20 years, said the 
format for the new station would be eval- 
uated but that it would be geared to 
adult entertainment. 


PISZCZEK, WHO USED to have a pro- 


gram at the Tally Ho Restaurant in Park 
Ridge, said the station can perform a 
service to the community it reaches and 
that this was one of the reasons he want- 
ed to purchase a station. 


The two men who will own the radio 


station have a lengthy and varying, de- 
gree of experience in the commu- 
nications'media. 


Piszczek, who uses the business name 


of Edward Walters, is currently em- 
ployed with Ray Mack Productions in 
Chicago after serving ten years with 
WFMF radio. He was station manager 
there for four years. 


Westerfield is with the advertising firm 


of Stevens, Kirkland and Kreer. 


The two men, serving as partners, 


were given the okay to start the new sta- 
tion despite competitive attempts by the 
News Sun Broadcasting Co., through 
WKRS, Waukegan, and Maine Township 
FM Inc., which lists as its participants 
Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 
and Maine Township committeeman 
Floyd Fulle.

Bernstein said he has canoed exten- 


sively throughout the midwest, and has 
traveled Buffalo Grove Creek once be- 
fore. 


"I went fishing that time and caught 


some," he recalled. "There are a lot of 
fish, frogs and turtles in the creek." 


flooding in the Buffalo Creek-Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch watershed. 


The petitions signed by residents urge 


the Illinois General Assembly to appro- 
priate funds for flood control work in the 
watershed, to give the project top prior- 
ity in funding, and to attempt to fund 
improvements for'the Des Plaines River 
channel to further alleviate flooding in 
the area. 


In addition to the petitions at the mu- 


nicipal building, others are still out being 
circulated for signatures by area resi- 
dents in Wheeling and other villages in 
the watershed. 


Meanwhile, Illinois Division of Water- 


ways (IDW) personnel are also at work 
preparing for the upcoming presentation 
to the legislature. 


An IDW spokesman told the Herald 


y e s t e r d a y that statistics from a. 
house-to-house survey being conducted in 
the watershed are now being compiled. 


A completed report estimating the 


costs of damage resulting from flooding 
is expected to be issued in two or three 
weeks, the spokesman said. 


He urged any local residents who have 


not mailed survey forms to the state as 
yet to return them as quickly as possible. 


The survey, which began Jury 1, was 


made to prepare for discussions of fund- 
ing for the local watershed flood control 
programs in legislative committees. 


Lenard Spyer, district engineer for the 


waterways division explained that the 
survey was conducted "in anticipation 
that the people are going to petition their 
representatives for these appropriation 
bills to be approved by the legislature." 


The information gathered in the survey 


is used to prepare a number of statistical 
charts including a cost benefit ratio com- 
paring the cost of flood control improve- 
ments as related to the costs of damages, 
resulting from flooding. 


Though the IDW has had plans for wid- 


ening and deepening the creek for sev- 
eral years, the legislature has not funded 
the project. This year's drive to get the 
funds from the state legislature was 
prompted by a visit to the village by the 
IDW chief engineer, John Guillou. 


Guillou (who came to Wheeling after 


residents planned a bus trip to Spring- 


Held to see him) told the residents that a 
$2.4 million improvement program on the 
creek and a $9 million program in the 
Des Plaines River would solve flooding 
problems in the watershed. 


Guillou has since told residents that his 


division would give improvements to the 
creek priority over widening the river if 
any funds are appropriated for use in the 
watershed by the state legislature.

To that, Bird said, "All we can do is 


try again." 


The dispute between airport officials

cials and local citizen* have proved fruit- 
less as far as the residents are con- 
cerned. 


Hamer told the residents group this

FM Station Permit Granted 
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The Federal Communications Commis- 


sion (FCC) in Washington has granted a 
construction permit for the establishment 
Wreck 
Deserted 
Stations 


In the future, abandoned service sta- 


tions In Wheeling may no longer be the 
problem they are now, Currently several 
abandoned service stations exist, unat- 
tended, in the village. 


The village board has received a re- 


port from Village Atty. Paul Homer that 
recommends village adoption of an ordi- 
nance requiring the demolition of aban- 
doned service station structures. The or- 
dinance recommended by Hamer is sim- 
itar to one used in Arlington Heights. 


Hamer's recommendation would have 


owners of properties used for service sta- 
tions or franchise operations sign an 
agreement or covenant on the land. Un- 
der that covenant property owners would 
agree to demolish the structure (or have 
the village demolish it) on the site if it 
was vacant for a certain period of time. 
The requirement would apply not only to 
service stations but to all types of fran- 
chise operations. 


THOUGH VILLAGE board passage of 


the ordinance would not affect the status 
of the abandoned stations now in the vil- 
lage, it would be enforced on all future 
service station and franchise operation 
structures. 


Hamer's recommendation came after 


he studied the Arlington Heights ordi- 
nance. His study was made at the 
request of Trustee Ira Bird. 


The Arlington Heights ordinance calls 


for demolition of the building after it has 
remained vacant for 60 days. However, 
Hamer recommended the board adopt a 
longer waiting period in its ordinance. 
Rental Firm 
Law Slated 


An ordinance to allow equipment rent- 


al services in the Village erf Wheeling is 
being prepared by the village attorney. 


The ordinance, which will be consid- 


ered by the village board within the next 
few weeks, will provide for equipment 
rental services with no outside storage 
on property with general business dis- 
trict zoning. 


Equipment rental services using out- 


side storage would be allowed on proper- 
ty zoned for general industrial use.

of an FM radio station in Des Plaines. It 
is the last such permit available allowing 
construction of FM stations in the Chi- 
cago area. 


Two men, Edward Walter Piszczek, of 


Prospect Heights, and Jerome West- 
erfield, of Lincolnshire, were awarded 
the permit by the FCC to build the sta- 
tion. It will probably be in operation by 
next summer. 


The station, with its transmitter to be 


located in Arlington Heights, will mainly 
serve Des Plaines and a large portion of 
Maine Township, according to Piszczek. 
It will consist largely of music, news and 
sports and appeal to the adult population 
of the area. 


Piszczek and Westerfield said construc- 


tion of the station will begin next month 
at an undetermined site. They have to 
wait 30 days from the date of the grant- 
ing of a building permit, according to 
FCC regulations. 


When it goes into operation next year 


the station will be located at 106.7 on the 
FM dial. It will have 50,000 watts of pow- 
er and the capacity to transmit more 
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than 30 miles from its origin. 


ACCORDING TO an FCC official in 


Chicago, the building permit was the last 
one available in the area and will not 
allow another station of its kind to be 
started unless an existing station goes 
out of business or another frequency is 
created. 


The awarding of the construction per- 


mit comes ten years after both Piszczek 
and Westerfield first applied for the right 
to build the station. 


"It has been quite a lengthy case," 


said Piszczek. "First we won the case. 
Then through a rule change we had to 
reapply in 1965. At that time there were 
two new applicants and we've all been 
involved in hearings the last few years. 


"Then the FCC made the initial deci- 


sion last year to accept our application. 
Then a review board studied the case. 
It's been a very complicated decision." 


Piszczek, who said he has been in the 


broadcasting field for 20 years, said the 
format for the new station would be eval- 
uated but that it would be geared to 
adult entertainment. 


PISZCZEK, WHO USED to have a pro- 


gram at the Tally Ho Restaurant in Park 
Ridge, said the station can perform a 
service to the community it reaches and 
that this was one of the reasons he want- 
ed to purchase a station. 


The two men who will own the radio 


station have a lengthy and varying de- 
gree 
of experience 
in the commu- 


nications media. 


Piszczek, who uses the business name 


of Edward Walters, is currently em- 
ployed with Ray Mack Productions in 
Chicago after serving ten years with 
WFMF radio. He was station manager 
there for four years. 


Westerfield is with the advertising firm 


of Stevens, Kirkland and Kreer. 


The two men, serving as partners, 


were given the okay to start the new sta- 
tion despite competitive attempts by the 
News Sun Broadcasting Co., through 
WKRS, Waukegan, and Maine Township 
FM Inc., which lists as its participants 
Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 
and Maine Township committeeman 
Floyd Fulle.'

Strong odors of ammonia mixed with 


floor wax can be easily detected this 
week in the'halls of any one of the 17 
schools of Elementary School Dist. 15. 


Building clean-ups are in full swing in 


preparation for the invasion of school 
children when they return to the class- 
rooms Aug. 31. Most school principals 
have spent the last few weeks planning 
classroom schedules and pulling together 
all loose ends so that the schools win be 
ready when the children return. 


At Plum Grove School in Rolling Mead- 


ows, principal Chuck Atkison has been 
the organization man, making sore books 
and furniture that have been ordered are 
now in the school ready for use at the 
end of the month. Besides coordinating 
the setting up of a language laboratory 
addition to the school library, be has 
spent much time speaking with teachers 
for the fall and scheduling supervision 
for book rental day Aug. 27. 


ATKISON EXPECTS approximately 


1,000 students to be enrolled at Plum 
Grove this fall, giving it the largest en- 
rollment of all the Dist. 15 schools. About 
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three-fourths of these students will be in 
the junior high school level. 


Planning for this fall's curriculum first 


began last October. "It's like running 
two shows at one time," Atkison said, 
explaining that while a new curriculum 
is being worked out each year, planning 
for the following year's curriculum goes 
on. 


The Curriculum •'Advisory Council, 


composed of teachers from each school 
and district administrators, continuously 
reevaluates the district program and 
makes recommendations for curriculum 
changes during the year. 


This fall Plum Grove School, as well 


as other schools that serve junior high 
students, will adopt a new social studies 
and English series, making use of differ- 
ent text books. 


Another new feature to the school pro- 


gram which will be incorporated on a 
regular basis is a reading diagnostician 
who will help both elementary and junior 
high school students on an individual 
level with reading deficiencies. The pro- 
gram has existed at Central Road School 
in Rolling Meadows for four years under 
Title 1 funding. 


THE READING diagnostician, who 


will have had a minimum of two years 
teaching experience and who will be 
working on a master's degree or have al- 
ready earned one, will visit Plum Grove 
2Mi days each week to work with the stu- 
dents. The diagnostician will test the 
child's reading ability and make recom- 
mendations to the instructor for class- 
room work to help the child overcome 
his reading problems. 


"H will work much the same way si a 


doctor diagoses an illness and recom- 
mends treatment," Atkison said. 


The reading diagnostician will visit the 


Carl Sandburg, Marion Jordan and Win- 
ston Park schools as well as Plum Grove 
and Central Road. 


The foreign language laboratory to be 


used for the first time this fall will sup- 
plement classroom instruction at Plum 
Grove. Thirty-two individual tapes will 
be controlled from a master console and 
students will be able to stop and start the 
tapes for use at their own speed. 


An optional program for junior high 


students, the foreign language program 
will be offered to fourth graders for the 
first tune this year. 


HOUSE CLEANING is also going on at 


the Stuart R. Paddock School in Palatine 
in preparation for the anticipated 720 
children to attend this fall. This enroll- 
ment represents a larger increase than 
in previous years and staff will increase 
proportionately, George McKown, school 
principal, said. 
. 


Because the school has made several 


new text book adoptions, there are not 
any substantial 
curriculum changes 


planned for fail. McKown, who will be 
beginning his 13th year as Paddock prin- 
cipal, said too many changes would over- 
burden the school's teachers. 


McKown will also be teaching one 


class this fall to accommodate about 35 
youngsters from the Pepper Tree farm 
area in a kindergarten class.

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Taxicab Rate Increase OKd 


Taxicabs will operate in Rolling Mead- 


ows at an increased mileage rate, the 
same rate now in effect in Palatine .and 
Arlington Heights. 


Rolling Meadows city council approved 


the increase at its meeting Tuesday 
night. The new rates are about 10 cents 
a mile more for the taxicab passenger. 


The first two-fifths of a mile will cost 


60 cents and each additional mile 10 
cents. Additional passengers will cost 


20 cents each and two minutes waiting 
time will cost 10 cents. Out-of-town calls 
will cost 60 cents a mile instead of the 
regular SO cents a mile. 


Aid. William Ahrens presented the re- 


solution to the council: "Last year we 
turned down a request for a fare increase 
because Rolling Meadows would then 
have a higher fare than other areas. 
Since then the fares in other towns have 
gone up. This puts us on a par with 
other communities." 


A-l Taxicab Co. of Palatine is the only 


taxicab company licensed to operate in 
Rolling Meadows. Last year City Yellow 
Cab Company in Arlington Heights can- 
celled its license because the rates were 
not increased. 


"I will have to check into the situation 


again now that the rates have gone up," 
Tom Gillen, a representative of the City 
Yellow Cab Co., said. "There may not be 
any taxi licenses available in Rolling 


Meadows. They all may be bought." 


Only a certain number of licensed taxi- 


cabs can operate in the city at one time. 
One taxicab company could buy all the 
licenses or several could have one cab 
each licensed to operate in the city. 


Rolling Meadows required all motor 


vehicles used for fares have a special 
license issued by the city. Vehicles must 
also be checked and safety tested before 
the licenses are issued. 


Street Program Okayed 


R o l l i n g Meadows' annual street 


maintenance program received approval 
from the city council Tuesday night. 


Strikes have delayed the program and 


prevented the public works department 
from inaugurating the complete pro- 
gram. 


No resurfacing will be done this sum- 


mer on any Rolling Meadows streets 
since it is now too late to get the work 
done before fall. 


"We are putting a seal coat on some 


streets and then next summer will resur- 
face the ones that need it," City Mgr. 
James Watson said. 


The seal coat will be covered with a 


sandy gravel to fill cracks.

Meadow Drive will'be seal-coated from

Drive; Matrin Lane; Martin Court; Dove 
Street from Martin Lane to Kirchoff; 
Kingfisher Lane East from Wren Lane 
South to Martin Lane; and Finch Court.

will be seal-coated; Owl Lane from Car- 
dinal Drive to Sigwalt Street; Flicker 
Lane from Kirchoff to Campbell; Robin 
Lane from Campbell to Fremont Street;

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From the Library 
Sea Shells Here 


by Virginia Cornell 


If you are interested in collecting sea- 


shells the Rolling Meadows Library has 
a display of seashells on exhibit. The col- 
lection has been loaned to the library by 
Mrs. Edward Burdell, president of the 
Friends of the Library, and Joyce Pear- 
son, a student assistant at the library. 


One of the most interesting shells in 


the collection 1s the sand dollar. Legend 
tells us this unique shell depicts the 
death of Christ. It has four nail holes and 
the fifth hole is one made of the Roman's 
spear. On one side, lines of the shell out- 
line an Ecster lily, Its center is the star, 
which led the shepherds. Break the cen- 
ter and five doves will be released. 


Have you ever been to the seashore 


and found a seashell lying on the beach 
where the waves left it? Probably the 
shell was empty, but before It was empty 
it was the home of a wonderful little ani- 
mal which has a soft, unsegmented body, 
like a snail or oyster. 


The five different kinds of shells are 


known as the Chtltons, Tooth Shells, 
Clams, Snails and Cephalopoda. William 
M. Hutchinson's book entitled 
"Sea 


Shells" written for children and well il- 
lustrated will help either the child or 
adult classify his collection of shells. 


Other helpful books on the sea and its 


shells are: 


"THE SEA" by Robert C. Miller. 


Man's love of the sea is an unrequited 
love. However he may personalize the 
sea or apostrophize it in poetry or prose, 
it does not love him in return. Always 
beautiful, whether serene or raging in 
the wildest tempest, the sea Is ruthless, 
implacable, indifferent to man, She is an 
inconsistent mistress, and he loves her at 
his peril. Yet there is a call to the sea 
that will not be denied. 


Man's indomitable love of the sea has 


led him to explore its farthermost reach- 
es, to discover every continent, to study 
its winds and currents, yet oceanography 
as a field of scientific inquiry is little 
more than a century old. The first at- 
tempt to investigate the sea was in 1872. 


"Corals" by Herbert Zim, Reef-build- 


ing corals are particularly interesting as 
these tiny creatures, the largest measur- 
ing about one-half inch, have through 
aeons of time literally changed the face 
of the globe. How they have done so, how 
they are made, where they live and the 
different kinds of reefs they build makes 
for interesting reading. The book is also 
illustrated by Zim. 


"RARE SHELLS" by S. Peter Dance. 


This book traces where and when some 
of the rare shells were collected. Most of 
the illustrations in the book show shells 
over a century old. It also gives the cur- 
rent market value of the shells. A shell 
may be called 'rare' for two quite differ- 
ent reasons — it may be scarce in nature 
or scarce on the market. They range in

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FM Radio Permit Granted 


The Federal Communications Commis- 


sion (FCC) in Washington has granted a 
construction permit for the establishment 
of an FM radio station in Des Plaines. It 
is the last such permit available allowing 
construction of FM stations in the Chi- 
cago area. 


Two men. Edward Walter Piszczek, of 


Prospect Heights, and Jerome West- 
er field, of Lincolnshire, were awarded 
the permit by the FCC to build the sta- 
tion. It will probably be in operation by 
next summer. 


The station, with its transmitter to be 


located in Arlington Heights, will mainly 
serve Des Plaines and a large portion of 
Maine Township, according to Piszczek. 
It will consist largely of music, news and 
sports and appeal to the adult population 
of the area, 


Piszczek and Westerfield said construc- 


tion of the station wilt begin next month 
at an undetermined site. They have to 
wait 30 days from the date of the grant- 
ing of a building permit, according to 
FCC regulations. 


When it goes into operation next year 


the station will be located at 106.7 on the 
FM dial. It will have 50,000 watts of pow- 
er and the capacity to transmit more 
than 30 miles from its origin. 


ACCORDING TO an FCC official in 


Chicago, the building permit was the last 
one available in the area and will not 
allow another station of its kind to be 
started unless an existing station goes 
out of business or another frequency is 
created. 


The awarding of the construction per- 


mit comes ten years after both Piszczek 
and Westerfield first applied for the right 
to build the station. 


"It has been quite a lengthy case," 


said Piszczek. "First we won the case. 
Then through a rule change we had to 
reapply in 1965, At that time there were 
two new applicants and we've all been 
involved in hearings the last few years. 


"Then the FCC made the initial deci- 


sion last year to accept our application. 
Then a review board studied the case. 
It's been a very complicated decision." 


Piszczek, who said he has been in the

broadcasting field for 20 years, said the 
format for the new station would be eval- 
uated but that it would be geared to 
adult entertainment. 


PISZCZEK, WHO USED to have a pro- 


gram at the Tally Ho Restaurant in Park 
Ridge, said the station can perform a 
service to the community it reaches and 
that this was one of the reasons he want- 
ed to purchase a station. 


The two men who will own the radio 


station have a lengthy and varying de- 
gree of experience 
in the commu- 


nications media. 


Piszczek, who uses the business name 


of Edward Walters, is currently em- 


ployed with Ray Mack Productions in 
Chicago after serving ten years with 
WFMF radio. He was station manager 
there for four years. 


Westerfield is with the advertising firm 


of Stevens, Kirkland and Kreer. 


The two men, serving as > partners, 


were given the okay to start the new sta- 
tion despite competitive attempts by the 
News Sun Broadcasting Co., through 
WKRS, Waukegan, and Maine Township 
FM Inc., which lists as its participants 
Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 
and Maine Township committeeman 
Floyd Fulle. 


Murder Sentencing Slated 


A 24-year-old Louisiana man, convicted 


of the 1969 slaying of Michael Elderedge 
of Des Plaines, is scheduled for sentenc- 
ing tomorrow by Judge Francis De!a- 
ney in Cook County Criminal Court, Chi- 
cago. 


Wilton Bergeron was convicted Aug. 1, 


of the fatal stabbing of Elderedge, 15, 
during a drinking party July 28, 1969, at 
the Dolphin Motel, in unincorporated 
Niles. Elderedge, who lived at 9040 Fed- 
eral Court, was to become a sophomore 
at Maine East High School. 


Cook County Sheriff's police in Niles, 


who charged Bergeron with the murder, 
said Bergeron met Elderedge and four of 
his friends at a drive-in restaurant and 
invited the five youths to a party in his 
motel room. Police said Bergeron also 
invited several of his friends to the par- 
ty. 


ALTHOUGH SHERIFF'S police said 


Bergeron and one defense witness testi- 
fied that Elderedge started a fight with 
him causing Bergeron to stab Elderedge 
in self defense, they said all other wit- 
nesses claimed Bergeron stabbed the boy 
without provocation. 


After the stabbing Bergeron and three 


other men left the motel room and head- 
ed for Chicago, sheriff's police said. 


When they stopped at a service station 
one of the men apparently panicked and 
stopped a Chicago policeman to tell him 
they were driving a stolen car, Bergeron 
and the other two men were taken into 
custody for questioning. 


The four other youths who were with 


Elderedge also left the room and one of 
the boys flagged down a sheriff's police 
car and told the policeman what hap- 
pened. 


When the officer'got to the room he 


found Elderedge still alive but critically 
wounded. Elderedge was taken to Lu- 
theran General Hospital where he died, 
while undergoing surgery. 


Bergeron was convicted of murder in a 


verdict returned by a jury Aug. 1. The 
case was heard by Judge Delaney. 
State's Attorneys Michael Stevenson and 
M i c h a e l Bolan prosecuted charges 
against Bergeron. 


BERGERON. WHO IS originally from 


Westwego, La., has a previous record in 
Louisiana for burglary and was con- 
victed of burglary and armed robbery in 
Los Angeles. 


At the time of his death, Elderedge 


had just completed his freshman year at 
Maine East High School.

Emergency 
Generator Is 
Nearly Ready 


THE CHASSIS FOR an emergency generator is almost 
ready as Civil Defense volunteers worked Tuesday night 
to put the finishing touches on it before mounting the 


gas generator the group has been rebuilding for several 
months. Assistant Director Carmen Vinezeano drills 
while a volunteer waits to lubricate the axle joint. 


An emergency generator will soon be 


available for use during power failures 
in Rolling Meadows. For several months, 
the Civil Defense unit in the city has 
been rebuilding a gas generator. 


This week parts which the men have 


been working on individually are being 
assembled at the city garage 


"We bought the generator for $200 


as federal surplus property," Carmen 
Vinezeano, assistant director, said. "Orig- 
inally this generator cost about $7,000." 


The Civil Defense unit has rebuilt the 


generator as one of its civic projects for 
the city. "It is a rather large generator 
and will be available for emergency use," 
Vinezeano said. 


Four 110-volt outlets and two 220-voIt 


outlets can be operated off the generator. 
One of the 220-volt outlets is adaptable 
to a 110-volt outlet or the addition of a 
second generator. 


Winkleman's Radiator Co. in Arlington 


Heights and Brake Align Co. in Rolling 
Meadows have helped dean and paint 
the portable generator. 


The Civil Defense Unit in Rolling 


Meadows is a volunteer group which 
operates under city funds. This fall the 
group is planning a first aid course for 
Clearbrook Center school bus drivers. 
All Civil Defense workers have taken the 
Red Cross first aid course. 


The unit is now working to obtain fed- 


eral money for installation of a storm 
warning system in Rolling Meadows. The 
system is expected to cost about $40,000. 


In emergency situations, the unit is 


available to assist police and firemen. 
With its civil defense van, it is equipped 
to provide emergency first aid. The van 
was called in during the Three Fountains 
Apartment fire to provide food and first 
aid. It is usually stationed at carnivals 
and large gatherings during the spring 
and summer months. 


Aid. Merrill Wuerch is director of the 


Civil Defense unit and its liaison with the 
city council.

Lack of parking and the promotional 


aspects of this year's West Fest 
prompted three aldermen to question 
why the city waives fees for operation of 
the carnival and booths. 


In a 6 to 3 vote, the council approved 


the fee waiver, though most agreed such 
a waiver would not be given again for a 
commercial promotional activity. 


"Why should we waive the fees for a 


profit-making group?" AH. Fred Jacob- 
son asksd. 


West Fest is sponsored by the Rolling 


Meadows Shopping Center Association. 


ALD. STEVE EBERHARD questioned 


the parking problem which will be 
created by the fest activities. "During 
Dollar Days a little while ago, there 
were no parking places. We're going to 
have people parking along Kirchoff and 
In other Iota during West Fest, particu- 
larly if they take some of the parking 
places for the acts." 


The request for a waiver of fees was 


from William Spieker, president of the 
Shopping Center Association. 


"Spieker indicated at the committee 


meeting (licenses, police and health com- 
mittee of the city council) that they 
might not have West Fest next year.

Carl Sandburg, Marion Jordan and Win- 
ston Park schools as well as Plum Grove 
and Central Road. 


The foreign language laboratory to be 


used for the first time this fall will sup- 
plement classroom instruction at Plum 
Grove. Thirty-two individual tapes will 
be controlled from a master console and 
students will be able to stop and start the 
tapes for use at their own speed. 


An optional program for junior high 


students, the foreign language program 
will be offered to fourth graders for the 
first time this year. 


HOUSE CLEANING is also going on at 


the Stuart R. Paddock School in Palatine 
in preparation for the anticipated 720 
children to attend this fall. This enroll- 
ment represents a larger increase than 
in previous years and staff win increase 
proportionately, George McKown, school 
principal, said. 


Because the school has made several 


new text book adoptions, there are not 
any substantial curriculum 
changes

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District Considers 
Slough Development 


by BETSY BROOKER 


Development of the north section of the 


Hillcrest Slough in Prospect Heights as a 
lake and park is being considered by the 
Prospect Heights Park District 


The 13-acre lake, located north of Wil- 


low Road end east of Route 83. is cur- 
rently owned jointly by members of the 
Hillcrest Lake Homeowners Association. 


The park board plans to meet with 


members of the homeowner association 
sometime this month, possibly next Mon- 
day night to discuss purchase of the 
slough by the district 


According to Richard Michaels, presi- 


dent of the homeowner association, an 
open meeting will not be held by the as- 
sociation until October. "We will be re- 
luctant to make a decision on sale of the 
slough until all of the members voice 
their opinions " 


The park commissioners have consid- 


ered purchase of the slough as a long- 
range project since the district master 
plan was drawn up several years ago. 


HOWEVER THE commissioners did 


not decide to investigate purchase of the 
slough, until Prospect Heights resident 
Max Lyle proposed it at a park board 
meeting last week. 


Lyle suggested the commissioners "file 


an application for federal aid and pro- 
ceed with condemnation proceedings on 
the entire 27 acres (including the portion 
of the slough south of Willow Road) " 


"Residents would not be faced with the 


threat of someone wanting to fill the 
slough,, and it could become an asset to 
the entire community if it became park 
property," said Lyle. 


Bill Kuhns, president of the park 


board, said he agreed with the desir- 
ability of purchasing the entire slough 
for use by the district's residents, but 
pointed out that might be encountered at 
this time, 


"EVEN IF WE secured the funds to 


purchase the slough, we would need a 
large corporate fund to maintain the 
slough on a continuing basis," said 
Kuhns. 


Lyle said local residents would prob- 


ably be willing to police the area and 
pick up debris However, maintenance, 
according to Kuhns, entails more. "We 
would also have problems such as re- 
moving old tree stumps " 


Lyle proposed the park district pur- 


chase the slough after winning a fight 
last week to prevent land fill there. 


fight last week to prevent land fill in the 
slough 


William Blauw, owner of a one-acre lot 


located on the edge of the slough, filed 
with the county for a special permit to 
dump fill on the lower portion of his lot, 
which he claims is covered with water. 
At a public hearing before the Cook 
County Zoning Board of Appeals last 
month, Blauw said he planned to con- 
struct a single-family home on his land. 


LYLE SUCCEEDED in securing 277 


signatures protesting Blauw's proposed 
land fill Objections were also filed with 
the county by the park board, the Old 
Town Sanitary District, the Wheeling 
Township highway commissioner and the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion. 


The objectors charged the land fill 


would destroy the natural ecology and 
aggravate flooding conditions. 


Residents also banded together to pro- 


test land fill in the south portion of the 
slough last fall. H C Hauvner, owner of 
the 11.6-acre lake, requested a land fill 
permit as a preliminary step to building. 
His case was dismissed after he failed to 
appear at a continuance of the hearing. 


Probe Ways To Insure 
Safety Of School Kids 


Sidewalks, stoplights, and reduced 


speed limits are some of the matters cur- 
rently being investigated by John Stull, 
Dist. 23 school board member, to im- 
prove the safety of Prospect Heights and 
Arlington Heights school children. 


As chairman of a school district safety 


committee, formed several months ago, 
Stull is talking to residents in the com- 
munity about their individual neighbor- 
hood safety problems. Representatives of 
local PTA and homeowner groups are 
listing these problems, which will be 


compiled into a district-wide safety re- 
port 


Stull also plans to meet with the state 


highway department in September to dis- 
cuss corrective measures. He has al- 
ready received advice from a safety con- 
sultant at the office of the Cook County 
superintendtnt of Schools. 


One of the major concerns in the dis- 


trict is the heavy traffic flow along Pala- 
tine Road and its frontage lanes in front 
of the three-school campus at Schoen- 
beck Road in Prospect Heights. 


School Building 
Schedule Is Set 


An addition to the Prospect Heights 


Dist. 12 MacArthur Junior High School is 
slated to be constructed between Novem- 
ber 1970 and August 1971 according to a 
schedule prepared by district architects. 


Construction will proceed, however, 


only if district voters approve a *l mil* 
lion bond Issue at a referendum in Octo- 
ber. The referendum will include a joint 
building and education tax increase to al- 
leviate several shortages of classroom 
space in the district. 


In anticipation of the proposed con- 


struction of the MacArthur addition the 
architect firm of Alexander, Borken, 
Westphal tt De Young, Inc., plan to sub- 
mit OS per cent of the working drawings 
for the addition to the school adminis- 
tration Aug. 21. 


The final documents,'including all the 


drawings and a final cost estimate, will 
be submitted to the school board for ap- 
proval on Sept. 10.

will be awarded Oct. 5, at a school board 
meeting. 


SCHEMATIC PLANS for the addition, 


the third for the school, provide for an 
addition of eight classrooms totaling ap- 
proximately 20,000 square feet. The cost 
is estimated to be 1440,000 at a rate of 
$22 per square foot. 


MacArthur currently suffers the most 


critical shortage of classroom space of 
any school In the district. According to 
Supt. Edward Grodsky, "the student pop- 
ulation will increase to 650 this fall, so 
we will expand into two trailer*. By Sep- 
tember 1971 we expect to have 700 stu- 
dents, which may necessitate double 
shifts." 


The MacArthur addition is one of four 


projects included in a five-year building 
program to be financed by the bond is- 
sue. An all-purpose room at Ross School, 
a new 24-room school in Arlington 
Heights and permanent administration 
offices are also slated for construction. 


Administrators are currently housed In 


a rented facility or. Rand Road, with the 
exception of Asst, Supt., Thomas Rich. 
Rich will have to move out of the office 
he has been using in a mobile trailer on 
the three-school campus at Schoenbeck 
and Palatine Roads, to make room for 
MacArthur students, this fall. 


GRODSKY IS investigating the pos- 


sibility of finding another office for Rich 
at the facility used by the other ad- 
ministrators, or finding another larger 
facility for the entire administration staff. 


Remodeling the lower level of Sullivan 


School has been proposed as a per- 
manent solution to the problem of admin- 
istrative office space. 


Stull plans to ask the state highway 


department to lengthen the sequence of 
the light at the intersection of Palatine 
and Schoenbeck Roads so that the chil- 
dren will have time to cross the four lane 
highway before the light changes. 


A CHANGE IN THE sequence of the 


expressway and frontage road lights will 
also be proposed, said Stull. "Right now 
some drivers' are cutting off onto the 
frontage road in front of the schools to 
beat the light on the expressway." 


The greatest danger in walking to 


school now, is faced by children living on 
the north side of Palatine Road in the 
Arlington Vista subdivision in Arlington 
Heights. A junior high school boy living 
in this subdivision was killed last year 
while he was walking to school in a fron- 
tage road, north of the Palatine ex- 
pressway. 


In the past, district officials have re- 


quested the frontage roads in the vicinity 
of the school be blocked off during school 
hours, but have received no cooperation 
from the highway department. 


Stull now hopes that either the state or 


the Village of Arlington Heights might 
agree to install a sidewalk along a fron- 
tage road from the Arlington Vista subdi- 
vision east to the three-school campus. 


RESIDENTS LIVING in the Sugar- 


brook subdivision, in Arlington Heights 
south of Palatine Road, also favor in- 
stallation of a widewalk along a frontage 
road. 


The only path the Sugarbrook children 


have now is across vacant farm land 
sandwiched between then- subdivision 
and the Dunroven and Tallyrand subdivi- 
sions on the east. 


Sidewalks are not favored, however, by 


residents living in the Dunroven and Tal- 
lyrand subdivisions in Arlington Heights. 
According to Stull, they are reluctant to 
pay an assessment for the walk because 
they have already paid for sidewalks in 
their own subdivisions. 


To slow traffic along Camp McDonald 


Road in front of the Eisenhower School, 
Stull has asked the Cook County Highway 
Department to reduce the speed limit 
from 40 to 35 miles per hour. 


At the school district's request, the 


speed limit was reduced from 45 to 40 
miles per hour after the school was con- 
structed last year. 


THE COUNTY HIGHWAY department 


will not reduce the speed limit near the 
school again unless a survey shows traf- 
fic has increased and motorists are driv- 
ing under 40 miles per hour.

Murder Sentencing Slated 


A 24-year-old Louisiana man, convicted 


of the 1969 slaying of Michael Elderedge 
of Des Plaines, is scheduled for sentenc- 
ing tomorrow by Judge Francis Dela- 
ney in Cook County Criminal Court, Chi- 
cago. 


Wilton Bergeron was convicted Aug. 1, 


of the fatal stabbing of Elderedge, 15, 
during a drinking party July 28, 1969, at 
the Dolphin Motel, in unincorporated 
Niles. Elderedge, who lived at 9040 Fed- 
eral Court, was to become a sophomore 
at Maine East High -School. 


Cook County Sheriff's police in Niles, 


who charged Bergeron with the murder, 
said Bergeron met Elderedge and four of 
his friends at a drive-in restaurant and 
invited the five youths to a party in his 
motel room. Police'said Bergeron also 
invited several of his friends to the par- 
ty.

When they stopped at a service station 
one of the men apparently panicked and 
stopped a Chicago policeman to tell him 
they were driving a stolen car. Bergeron 
and the other two men were taken into 
custody for questioning. 


The four other youths who were with 


Elderedge also left the room and one of 
the boys flagged down a sheriff's police 
car and told the policeman what hap- 
pened. 


When the officer got to the room he 


found Elderedge still alive but critically 
wounded. Elderedge was taken to Lu- 
theran General Hospital where he died 
while undergoing surgery. 


Bergeron was convicted of murder in a 


verdict returned by a jury Aug. l. The 
case was beard by Judge Delaney. 
State's Attorneys Michael-Stevenson and 
Michael Bolan prosecuted charges 
against Bergeron. 


BERGERON, WHO IS originally from 


' Westwego, La., has a previous record in 
Louisiana for burglary and was coi- 
victed of burglary and armed robbery in 
Los Angeles.

; Jack Schaps, owner of the Randhurst 
Music Center, said the guitar is a legiti- 
mate one "The model was designed and 
constructed to demonstrate that crafts- 
men who mtike guitars are capable of 
techniques which can overcome the prob- 
lems of size, materials, tools and assem- 
bly equipment," Schaps said. 
' The neck of the guitar, which mea- 
sures 65 inches, is made from solid ma- 
hogany. The fingerboard is rosewood. 
Spruce was used for the top of the guitar, 
while the back and sides of the in- 
strument are made from mahogany The 


steel strings were also specially con- 
structed for the project. 


Charles A. Rubovits, president of Har- 


mony Co., said he doubts very much if 
another guitar of this size will ever be 
constructed. "We've proved our crafts- 
manship, and the market for 9-foot gui- 
tars is somewhat limited.

gion," he continued. "Especially when 
you consider it was a public school." 


ANOTHER THING which amazed Phil- 


ip was that the students, who attend 
school from 8 to 11 a.m. each day, were 
excused early if the temperature got 
alrave 77 degrees. "I'd like to see them 
do that here," he said. 


"They play soccer a lot," said Philip. 


"It's the national sport there. They also 
play a kind of handball but it isn't like 
our handball. It's like soccer only you 
use your hands instead of your feet."

troversial facts. Philip Wrigley recently 
donated several of these books to the 
Mount Prospect Public Library, and they 
should be very popular this summer. 


The fact that Babe Ruth not only hit 


the most home runs in his career, but 
struck out the most, is interesting to 
note, and you could probably find it in 
Official All-Time Baseball Records, the 
first of the four gift books. A former Cub, 
Hack Wilson, in 1930 had 190 RBI's, a 
record in my opinion — that will never 
be broken. It is a fantastic feat, in light 
of the fact that this was done during a 
season when they played fewer games 
than they do now Fans will be watching 
Hank Aaron closely in the next few 
years. If he continues in good health, he 
has a good chance of beating Babe 
Ruth's lifetime record of 714 home runs. 
What makes current books of baseball 
records so important is the fact that you 
never know If last season's books are 
still accurate any more, even though 
many old-time records still stand, and 
don't show any promise of ever being 
broken. Another of these is Joe Di Mag- 


gio's 1941 record with the Yankees for 
hitting safely in 56 consecutive games. 


ANOTHER OF THE new books is Offi- 


cial World Series Records, containing the 
climatic events of every baseball season. 
The Official Baseball Guide, 1971 and 
Baseball Register, 1970 stand a good 
chance of being out a lot, so get your 
name on the reserve list if you're Inter- 
ested. Presently, the Cincinnati Reds are 
in the process of earning the highest win- 
ning percentage as a team in history, if 
they continue at their present pace. 
You'll no doubt read about them in the 
1970 accomplishments. 


National and American League fans 


will enjoy all the rest of the baseball 
books at the library like American Base- 
ball and The Father and Son Base- 
ball Book, where facts of the game are 
presented clearly and interestingly. One 
of the simpler books on the ABCs of 
baseball would be worth the trip to the 
library for the woman of the house As 
long as the television's going to be on the 
diamond all summer, it's more endur- 
able when those baffling colloquialisms 
make some sense.

Mini-Bikes Are Causing Maxi-Problems 
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by GERRY DE ZONNA 


The mini-bike is apparently causing 


some maxi-profalems throughout the 
Northwest suburban area, and Mount 
Prospect is no exception. 


The popularity of the mini-bike as well 


as the problems associated with the min- 
iature motorcycle are increasing by 
leaps and bounds, 


"The mini-bike is no toy, and most 


' people don't realize this about the small, 
seemingly harmless cycle. We once had a 
problem with the go-kart, but today, it's 
the mini-bike. And it's the same prob- 
lem," Mount Prospect Police Chief New- 
eJ Esmond said yesterday, following an 
accident Monday in which two youths 
were injured while riding a mini-bike. 


THE MINI-BIKE is about two feet high 


and sports a motor ranging from 1.5 to 11 
horsepower with the capability of reach- 
ing speeds between 20 and 40 miles per 
hour. They range in price from $100 to 
$400, and the mini-bike appeals to chil- 
dren as well as adults. 


"The problem is the mini-bike looks 


like a toy, but it's not. Unfortunately, 
parents think the mini-bike is a toy, so 
they'll buy one for the kids. But a mini- 
bike is a motorcycle, according to the 
law, and it's subject to the same regu- 
lations," Esmond said. 


Although the mini-bike is small, con- 


siderably smaller than a motorcycle or 
motor scooter, it may not be driven on 
Sidewalks or public property such as 
park pathways and open fields "a per- 
son may drive a mini-bike in his back- 
yard, but'I'll promise you someone will 
call to complain about the noise in no 
time at all. And then, that's disturbing 
the peace," he said. 


A mini-bike may be driven on the 


street, but it must be operated by a li- 
censed driver, and the bike must have

Erviti Undecided 
On Money Needs 


Six weeks ago James Erviti assumed 


the superintendency of School Dist. 59 
.and announced one of his objectives 
would be to study short and long range 
money needs of the district, 


Now, six weeks later, he is still unde- 


cided about the need this fall. 


If be thinks more funds are needed to 


run the district's 20-school system, he 
will ask the board of education for a tax 
rate referendum sometime soon. 


The current classroom pricetag in 


dist. 59 is $146 per $10.000 assessed valu- 
ation, a major shore of the average 
homeowner's tax bill. 


If Erviti makes a recommendation for 


a referendum and the board approves it, 
voters will be asked to vote on the issue 
sometime before the end of 1970. 


ERVITI SAID educational planning 


should precede requests for funds so the 
district can show what it intends to do 
and why. 


A $13 million budget for the district's 


1970*71 school year was approved by the 
board on July 20. The budget includes $8 
million for the education fund, a large 
part of it consisting of teacher and ad- 
ministrative salaries. 


The administration salaries of $304,669 


are $125,000 less than for the past school 
year. The elimination of 10 clerical posi- 
tions and 19V4 certified positions account 
for the reduction. 


Erviti said he cannot as yet tell how 


the reduction will affect the adminis- 
tration of Dist. 59 but said he "couldn't 
see how to keep all those people busy all 
the time." He said he expects student 
growth in the district to level off. 


SUPPORT rOR PUBLIC expenditure 


should come from all three levels of gov- 
ernment — federal, state and local, Er- 
viti. said. 


He was commenting on a statement 


made recently by Roger A. Freeman, a 
former adviser to President Nixon, who 
said Americans would rather raise mon- 
ey locally than depend on federal outlays 
for education. Freeman, in an interview 
with Clarence Manion on the Manion Ra- 
dio Forum, was arguing that federal edu- 
cation funds have not been slighted in 
favor of high defense budgets. 


"My experience says that local ex- 


penditure is too big a proportion and that 
the demand is extremely over-balanced," 
said Erviti. 


"But we don't have a choice. The 


board of education in Dist. 59 is impotent 
in telling the state legislature and the 
whole United States what to do. You can 
resort only to the thing you deal with. 
When we make a decision we have only 
one place to turn."

Jan. 14. On Nov. 17, David Susskind, the 
award-winning television director and 
moderator of "Open End," will speak at 
Harper. 


A discussion program, "The David 


Susskind Show," ii seen on Chicago tele- 
vision on Sunday nights. The program 


has been aired since 1967. 


Paulsen, a humorist as well as a 


whimsical presidential candidate in 1968, 
is scheduled to speak at Harper on April 
29. The newsletter terms him a "politi- 
cian and intellectual, with a satirical dis- 
cussion of politics, ecology, education 
and other vital issues of the 1970's." 


Clark is currently professor of law at 


Harvard University. He is often men- 
tioned as a presidential hopeful in 1972. 
The son of former Supreme Court justice 
Tom Clark, he served as Attorney Gener- 
al under President Lyndon Johnson.

Sale of Central Junior High School was 


culminated last Friday. 


The building was purchased by a land 


trust through the Mount Prospect State 
Bank. The actual purchaser of the prop- 
erty was not disclosed to Dist. 57 offi- 
cials. 


The title exchange was expected to 


take place the preceding Monday, but the 
date was set back "at the mutual agree- 
ment of both lawyers," said Dr. Eric 
Sahlberg, superintendent of schools. 


S a h 1 b e r g said legal technicalities 


prompted the rescheduling of the meet- 
ing, which was held in Chicago. 


A certified cheek for the purchase 


price of $400,000 was given to the school 
district when the title was turned over on 
Friday. 


S U P P L I E S AND equipment were 


hauled out of the school during the final 
weeks it was under the ownership of the 
district. Many of the items are to be used 
in other schools in the district. The re- 
mainder will be stored in the gymnasium 
at Lincoln Junior High School. 


Approximately 350 students who at- 


tended Central School last year will be 
transferred to Lincoln this fall, increas- 
ing the latter school's enrollment to 900 
students. Lincoln will now be the only 
junion high school in the district. 


An addition to Lincoln school costing 


slightly less than $1 million, is nearing 
completion. Though the addition will not 
be complete by the opening day of 
School, Sept. 8, construction will have 
progressed to the point that students can 
use it. The addition includes 19 class- 
room, a second gymnasium, a library, 
and music and science facilities. 


Sahlberg said he had no information as 


to the future of the Central school build- 
ing. However, Leo Floros, a school board 
member, said the structure will not be 
torn down, but Instead used for offices.

Dist. 57 teachers and school board 


members met last night at Lincoln 
School for the most recent in a series of 
closed negotiating sessions on teacher 
salaries for the coming school year. 


Under an apparent agreement made 


by the two sides, however, neither will 
release details of the negotiations. 


The series of meetings, which started 


in March, now number about 15. Neither 
side has indicated when an agreement 
might be reached. 


Two members of the school board's ne- 


gotiation team, Alex Casper and Mrs. 
Pat Kimball, are currently on vacations 
and were not expected to attend. Board 
member Leo Floros and Harry Hanson, 
president of the school board, were ex- 
pected to replace them at last night's 
session. 


Tuesday David Metzler, one of the per- 


sons representing the teachers at the 
bargaining sessions, expressed optimism 
about last night's meeting. 


"IT'S NEAHING THE end of the sum- 


mer and they (school board) have to 
have their budget ready by September," 
said Metzler. "We have another meeting 
scheduled for Aug. 31 and I think we'll 
have some progress on a salary and 
some other items by then. 


"I can't say the talks are going fast 


and I can't say they are going slow. We 
are meeting and we are making prog- 
ress. The teachers aren't asking for 
something exorbitant, they just want to 
be competitive with other districts in the 
area. 


Jack Ronchetto, who heads the board's 


negotiating team, refused to comment on 
the talks. "We are meeting. I have noth- 
ing further to say but that we are meet- 


ing," and Ronchetto. "We have an

Elderedge, who lived at 9040 Fed- 
eral Court, was to become a sophomore 
at Maine East High School. 


Cook County Sheriff's police in Niles, 


who charged Bergeron with the murder, 
said Bergeron met Elderedge and four of 
his friends at a drive-in restaurant and 
invited the five youths to a party in his 
motel room. Police said Bergeron also 
invited several of his Mends to the par- 
ty.

ed for Chicago, sheriff's police said. 
When they stopped at a service station 
one of the men apparently panicked and 
stopped a Chicago policeman to tell him 
they were driving a stolen car. Bergeron 
and the other two men were taken into 
custody for questioning. 


The four other youths who were with 


Elderedge also left the room and one of 
the boys flagged down a sheriffs police 
car and told the policeman what hap- 
pened.

When the officer got to the room he 


found Elderedge still alive but critically 
wounded. Elderedge was taken to Lu- 
theran General Hospital where he died 
while undergoing surgery. 


Bergeron was convicted of murder in a 


verdict returned by a jury Aug. 1. The 
case was heard by Judge Delaney. 
State's Attorneys Michael Stevenson and 
M i c h a e l Bolan prosecuted charges 
against Bergeron.

A 9-foot guitar, billed as the world's 


largest, is on display today through Aug.

The guitar, which is 18 times larger 


than the standard guitar and weights 80 
pounds, was designed by the Harmony 
Co of Chicago. Craftsmen spent mure 
than three months building the in- 
strument at a cost of about $5,000. 


Jack Schaps. owner of the Randhurst 


Music Center, said the guitar is a legiti- 
mate one. "The model was desiped and 
constructed to demonstrate that crafts- 
men who make guitars are capable of 
techniques which can overcome the prob- 
lems of size, materials, tools and assem- 
bly equipment," Schaps said. 


The neck of the guitar, which mea- 


sures 63 inches, is made from solid ma- 
hogany. The fingerboard is rosewood. 
Spruce was used for the top of the guitar, 
while the back and sides of the in- 
strument are made from mahogany, The 


steel strings were also specially con- 
structed for the project. 


Charles A, Rubovits, president of Har- 


mony Co., said he doubts very much if 
another guitar of this size will ever be 
constructed. "We've proved our crafts- 
manship, and the market for 9-foot gui- 
tars is somewhat limited. After all, to 
play this instrument proficiently would 
require hands that could palm two bas- 
ketballs at once," he said 


"And unless someone who fits this de- 


scription can be found, there won't be 
any demonstration performances at the 
Randhurst Music Center," Rubovits said.

"The schools aren't too strict. If you 


don't do your homework it isn't a big 
thing. But you should do it. 


"They also emphasize a lot of reli- 


gion," he continued. "Especially when 
you consider it was a public school." 


ANOTHER THING which amazed Phil- 


ip was that the students, who attend 
school from 8 to 11 a.m. each day, were 
excused early if the temperature got 
above 77 degrees. "I'd like to see them 
do that here," he said. 


"They play soccer a lot," said Philip. 


"It's the national sport there. They also 
play a kind of handball but it isn't like 
our handball. It's like soccer only you 
use your hands instead of your feet." 


Philip didn't do as much traveling as 


he would have liked, although he did 
take a trip to Vienna, Austria. 


Most of the time he spent in a swim- 


ming pool near the school or at a lake 
about five miles from where his grand- 
parents stayed hi Rotenburg. 


"I'd like to go back but I don't want to 


spend all the time in school," he said. 
"I'd like to go and just travel." 


Philip says he hopes to return in three 


years. He hopes by that time to work up 
enough money to pay his own way. 


"I guess I'll have to get a paper 


route," he said.

With the Cubs catching up again, Chi- 


cago fans are reaching a new peak of 
excitement. Players and teams making 
and breaking records provides good ma- 
terial for dinner table differences, 
and baseball fans are often in need of a 
reliable resource for checking con- 
troversial facts. Philip Wrigley recently 
donated several of these books to the 
Mount Prospect Public Library, and they 
should be very popular this summer. 


The fact that Babe Ruth not only hit 


the most home runs in his career, but 
struck out the most, is interesting to 
note, and you could probably find it -in 
Official AH-Time Baseball Records, the 
first of the four gift books. A former Cub, 
Hack Wilson, in 1930 had 190 RBI's, a 
record in my opinion — that will never 
be broken. It is a fantastic feat, in light 
of the fact that this was done during a 
season when they played fewer games 
than they do now. Fans will be watching 
Hank Aaron closely in the next few 
years. If he continues in good health, he 
has a good chance of beating Babe 
Ruth's lifetime record of 714 home runs. 
What makes current books of baseball 
records so important is the fact that you 
never know if last season's books are 
still accurate any more, even though 
many old-time records still stand, and 
don't show any promise of ever being 
broken. Another of these is Joe Di Mag- 


gie's 1941 record with the Yankees for 
hitting safely in 56 consecutive games. 


ANOTHER OF THE new books is OHi- 


cial World Series Records, containing the 
climatic events of every baseball season. 
The Official Baseball Guide, 1970 and 
Baseball Register, 1970 stand a good 
chance of being out a lot, so get your 
name on the reserve list if you're Inter- 
ested. Presently, the Cincinnati Reds are 
in the process of earning the highest win- 
ning percentage as a team in history, if 
they continue at their present pace. 
You'll no doubt read about them in the 
1970 accomplishments. 


National and American League fans 


will enjoy all the rest of the baseball 
books at the library like American Base- 
ball and The Father and Son Base- 
ball Book, where facts of the game are 
presented clearly and interestingly. One 
of the simpler books on the ABCs of 
baseball would be worth the trip to the 
library for the woman of the house. As 
long as the television's going to be on the 
diamond all summer, it's more endur- 
able when those baffling colloquialisms 
make some sense.

Loans are available in Arlington 


Heights but borrowers have to look hard- 
er. 


The high interest rates which have 


gained so much publicity in the last two 
years have not cut the demand for mon- 
ey, but local banks do report less money 
to loan. 


The reason is a shortage of money on 


deposit — money which then becomes 
available tor loans. 


Fritz Wott of the Bank and Trust Com- 


pany of Arlington Heights said Tuesday 
the tight money has curtailed the growth 
of his bank, even though it has continued 
an active lending policy. 


Some investments which might have 


gone into savings deposits have gone into 
government bonds recently because of 
high interest rates, he said. 


The bond rates have declined, how- 


ever, and more deposits are coming to 
the bank this quarter, 


AT FIRST ARLINGTON National 


Bank, the money shortage has caused 
many loans to be turned down. In fact, 
Douglas Dodds, bank president, said the 
bank was making no more than 60 per 
cent of all loans app'icd for. 


The reason, "is not a scarcity of mon- 


ey, but a high demand for it." 


Despite high interest rates, people still 


want to borrow and interest rates were 
initially raised because the demand for 
money exceed the supply. 


"Interest rates are in a market situ- 


ation where the demand determines the 
cost," he said 


The one bank in Arlington Heights that 


hasn't felt the pinch is the year-old 
Northwest Trust and Savings Bank. 


The bank has been growing, Vice Pres- 


ident Jerry Milligan explained, and is not 
yet loaned to capacity. 


"The money supply could affect us in a 


year or so but it hasn't affected us yet," 
he said. 


One curious sidelight to tight money, 


as far as Milligan is concerned, is the 
way individuals apply for loans. "People 
are still borrowing, but they feel money 
is hard to get and therefore when they 
ask they expect to be turned down." 


CONSUMER 
FINANCE companies, 


which make personal loans at rates set 
by the State of Illinois, say the effect of 
the bank's money situation is hard to 
gauge. 


Bob Weinke, manager of the Com- 


mercial Credit Loans Inc. said business 
had been very good. Some customers 
have told him they had been turned down 
for bank loans. 


"They have said in some cases that the 


banks had just told them they had no 
money to loan," he said. 


At Public Finance Corp., manager 


Thomas Hoffman said he had noticed no 
real change in the number of loans. 
"Money isn't tight with us, and business 
hasn't increased any more than normal 
for this time of year." 


Hoffman did say customers seemed 


more hesitant to borrow during the re- 
cent truck strike. 


The story, however, is different at Con- 


fidential Loan Service. Dave Curtis, 
manager, said the tight money seems to 
have increased the demand for his com- 
pany's service. 


His company, and many others, oper- 


ate on borrowed money and notice the 
higher interest rates when they borrow.

Dear Mr. Walsh 


As one of the residents of Arlington 


Heights for whose convenience, one 
might think, the town is planned, I would 
like to protest violently the new regime 
in downtown driving. 


Since we live on West Miner Street it Is 


extremely difficult to get to the train sta- 
tion We have now tried several different 
routes and find that what used to be a 
ten-minute round trip now takes at least 
half an hour, if we are lucky. One of the 
routes we have tried is to drive two 
blocks north to Euclid Avenue, three 
blocks east to Northwest Highway 
(crossing the tracks and waiting at least 
five minutes for the traffic lights to 
change and, perchance, a train to go by) 
proceed back on the Highway, drive back 
across the tracks (after waiting five to 
ten minutes again, for various traffic 
lights and the same train again which 
has stopped in the station where, in the 
mornings at least, it may stand for quite 
sometime. 


Then, in making the return trip, we 


must go to Campbell, turn right, go back 
west and then two blocks back north to 
Miner Street. Having done all this, we 
find we have driven ten additional blocks 
to get to the train station, which makes 
our trip more thin twice as long as origi- 
nally, twice as frustrating and three 
times as time-consuming 


Or, we can try an alternate route. We 


can start out from home and drive three 
blocks south to Sigwalt, east to Dunton, 
three block* back north again. Then we 
are to the train station. At this point, we 
must drive a block further east, thru the 
parking lot to Evergreen, back to Camp- 
bell, travel west and then back two 
blocks to Miner Street. This only takes 
us nine blocks out of our way, saves us 
the time of waiting for three traffic 
lights and two trains and frays our tem- 
per fractionally less. However, it uses 
much extra gas, does fray our tires addi- 
tionally, and consumes twice the time it 
formerly took to get to the downtown 
area of Arlington Heights. 


MAY I CONGRATULATE you on hav- 


ing found an admirable way to dis- 
courage me and thousands of other resi- 
dents from spending our shopping dollars 
with the merchants of downtown Arling- 
ton Heights. I now find it much quicker 
and more efficient to shop in Rolling 
Meadows or Randhunt than to essay the 
difficult and exasperating trip to the 
downtown area. 


Unfortunate))), we still find it neces- 


sary to effect this hazardous round trip 
twice a day to the train station in order 
to convey my husband to his place of 
business. Personally, if this new order 
continues, I shall no longer find Arling- 
ton Heights a pleasant suburban town in 
which to live. We shall be very tempted 
to find another village where the empha- 
sis Is in serving, rather than harrassing, 
the residents.

Consider Housing 
Sites For Elderly 


Four sites in Arlington Heights are 


currently being considered as possible lo- 
cations for a low-cost housing devel- 
opment for the elderly. 


The creation of housing in the village 


for elderly residents has no connection 
with the possibility of low and moderate 
income families living in a housing de- 
velopment on Viatorian land. 


Asst. Village Mgr. John Coste told the 


Herald that Victor Walchirk, executive 
director of the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority, has found several locations that 
may meet the Federal Department of 
H o u s i n g and Urban Development's 
(HUD) standards. 


One tentative site is the triangular 


piece of land northwest of the Jewel 
Food Store, Wing Street and Vail Ave- 
neu. The land is currently zoned for mul- 
tiple family and is highly accessible to 


the downtown area and the railroad de- 
pot. 


ANOTHER LOCATION, being explored 


is the Hill-Behan property, Arlington 
Heights Road and Davis Street. Coste 
said one other site is the Dunton Court 
parking lot in the central business dis- 
trict. 


Coste added that if construction did 


take place there, it would probably be lo- 
cated on the Vail Street side of the lot or, 
perhaps, on top of the village proposed 
multi-level parking garage. 


The last location for the housing cur- 


rently being considered, said Coste, and 
probably the least likely, is on the vacant 
land where the Lutheran Home & Service 
for the Aged building is standing. Walch- 
irk has said that the Oakton Street ad- 
dress is too far from shopping and trans- 
portation to meet federal standards. 


Since April the village and the Cook 


County Housing Authority have been 
meeting to explore the feasibility of the 
elderly housing in the village. The village 
has already signed a resolution author- 
izing the county to act on the village's 
behalf in the matter. 


THE PROGRAM WOULD be federally 


assisted and require no monetary outlay 
from the village. More than 125 elderly 
residents have already expressed an in- 
terest to the village about living in such 
a development. 


Coste said that within three to six 


months, HUD would send the county a 
letter of intent That would give prelimi- 
nary approval to the concept and cause 
the county to go ahead with further 
plans, details and an exact location. 


Coste said the final outcome of the 


project would depend on HUD's budget. 


Cultural Poll Is Proposed 


Citizens of Arlington Heights may be 


polled this fall about a possible cultural 
center when they get their water bills. 


This plan was submitted by the re- 


search committee of the Arlington

The newsletter also indicated that

Democratic presidential candidate, is a 
possible speaker at Harper in March, 
1971. 


HOWEVER, THE newsletter stated 


that Clark's appearance was "scheduled 
. . . but awaiting final confirmation of 
two possible dates." 


Thurmond, for 15 years a U.S. senator, 


is a close political friend of President 
Nixon and has been regarded by many 
as an author of Nixon's so-called "South- 
ern strategy." 


In the early 1960's Thurmond switched 


parties, away from the Democratic par- 
ty which had dominated Southern politics 
since Reconstruction. 


He gained a bachelor of science degree 


from Clemson College in 1923, and taught 
school briefly before becoming a lawyer. 
Thurmond rapidly moved up from state 


senator to the role of a third-party presi- 
dential candidate on the States Rights 
ticket In 1948. 


THURMOND IS scheduled to speak on 


Jan. 14. On Nov. 17, David Susskind, the 
award-winning television director and 
moderator of "Open End," win speak at 
Harper. 


A discussion program, "The David 


Susskind Show," is seen on Chicago tele- 
vision on Sunday nights. The program 
has been aired since 1967. 


Paulsen, a humorist as well as a 


whimsical presidential candidate in 1988, 
is scheduled to speak at Harper on April 
29. The newsletter terms him a "politi- 
cian and intellectual, with a satirical dis- 


cussion of politics, ecology, education 
and other vital issues of the 1970's." 


Clark is currently professor of law at 


Harvard University. He is often men- 
tioned as a presidential hopeful in 1972. 
The son of former Supreme Court justice 
Tom Clark, he served as Attorney Gener- 
al under President Lyndon Johnson.

..-nuisance to a lot of motorists and a haz- 


ard on the highway. 


The kids are energetic in their work, 


dodging in and out of the rows of cars at 
the stop signs and dashing back to the 
curb for more racing forms. 


They make fairly good money in their 


chores and it's hard to tell a kid that his 
private initiative isn't wanted here, but 
somebody should stop them before some- 
thing serious happens. 


The racing form kids stand at every 


Intersection near the track in the middle 
of highways that are as lethal as sirplane 
runways. 


PROBABLY THE WORST intersection 


is at Rohlwing Road and Euclid, just off 
the Route 53 expressway. The cars come 
off that expressway ramp and hit the di- 
vided highway portion of Euclid where 


the speed limit Is 50 miles per hour. 


The racing form kids stand on the west 


side of Rohlwing as that solid wall of 
moving metal comes roaring down the 
pike toward them. 


The cars brake long enough for the 


drivers to nod toward the stop sign and 
then roll on toward the betting windows 
at the track. 


And at that tiny moment when the oar 


is rolling and lurching near the Inter- 
section, the driver sticks out his hand, 
gives the kid 75-cents and grabs a racing 
form.

59 is $146 per $10,000 assessed valu- 
ation, a major share of the average 
homeowner's tax bill. 


If Erviti makes a recommendation for 


a referendum and the board approves it,

off your nose, holding it chest-high and 
dropping it and other positions. 


They talked about the neighbors who 


complain to the police about "those hip- 
py youngsters in the park." 


"They just get mad when we make a 


lotta noise," said one youngster. 


"They get mad when we yell," said 


another. "Like when you're on the stuff 
and you get numb and can't hear your- 
self, so you yell." 


"We just sit around and talk, that's 


all," said a small boy with a silk shirt, 
long blond hair and delicate features. 
"We don't bother anybody. We just sit 
and talk." 


"WE'VE GOT NO place to go," he 


added. "We don't have cars ... nobody's 
got any money." 


The complaining neighbors say there 


are a lo* of fights hi the park. The young- 
sters deny this. 


"There ain't any fights here," said 


one. 


"There ain't any fights hardly at all," 


said another. "Just one guy maybe, 
that's all." 


The neighbors tell police the young- 


sters fornicate in the park. Asked if this 
were true, a group of about six young- 
sters began laughing. "Oh, would ya be- 
lieve that?," said one rocking back and 
laughing. "We're doing it in the park! 
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Ain't that ripe! They say we're doing it 
in the park!" 


When asked if there were any drugs, 


one youngsters in a red station wagon 
parked at the curb, said, "You better be- 
lieve it. 


"There ain't five people here who don't 


use the stuff," he said. "You name it and 
they use it." 


"SOMETIMES IT'S all over the place . 


. . there's a lot of it one week and the 
next week you can't find any," said an- 
other. 


"I told my mom I was on the stuff and 


she cried," said another. "I told her I 
was a junkie and she almost died. 'Ahhh! 
My son's a junkie!' " 
of's a junkie!'" 


"Don't say we're on drugs," said an- 


other. k"Say we're dope addicts. Say 
we're' junkies!" 


The youngsters admitted to having 


some'problems with police in the area. 
Because residents living along Gregory 
Street live in Arlington Heights, the 
youngsters have met with that village's 
police force as well as the Mount Pros- 
pect police. 


"They just come around here and tell 


us to get out of the park," said one. 
"They snoop around." 


Soon a group of about 20, all boys, got 


up and began walking to a bush about 
100 yards away which hid them from 
view from the street. 


Those few who stayed, .mostly girls, 


said they congregate in the park because 
there is no place to go. They said more 
kids have come since the "Cellar," a 
teen-age night spot in Arlington Heights, 
was closed down. 


"It's about the only place in town we 


can go," said a girl. "I'm here all the 
time ... in the afternoon and at night. I 
live here. This is my home." 
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Ways To Insure Child Safety Eyed 


Sidewalks, stoplights, and reduced 


speed limits are some of the matters cur- 
rently being investigated by John Stull, 
Dist. 23 school board member, to im- 
prove the safety of Prospect Heights and 
Arlington Heights school children, 


As chairman of a school district safety 


committee, formed several months ago, 
Stull is talking to residents in the com- 
munity about their individual neighbor- 
hood safety problems. Representatives of 
local PTA and homeowner groups are 
listing these problems, which will be 
compiled into a district-wide safety re- 
port. 


Stull also plans to meet with the state 


highway department in September to dis- 
cuss corrective measures. He has al- 


ready received advice from a safety con- 
sultant at the office of the Cook County 
superintendtnt of Schools. 


One of the major concerns in the dis- 


trict is the heavy traffic flow along Pala- 
tine Road and its frontage lanes in front 
of the three-school campus at Schoen- 
beck Road in Prospect Heights. 


Stull plans to ask the state highway 


department to lengthen the sequence of 
the light at the intersection of Palatine 
and Schoenbeck Roads so that the chil- 
dren will have time to cross the four lane 
highway before the light changes. 


A CHANGE IN THE sequence of the 


expressway and frontage road lights will 
also be proposed, said Stull. "Right now 
some drivers' are cutting off onto the 


frontage road in front of the schools to 
beat the light on the expressway." 


The greatest danger in walking to 


school now, is faced by children living on 
the north side of Palatine Road in the 
Arlington Vista subdivision in Arlington 
Heights. A junior high school boy living 
in this subdivision was killed last year 
while he was walking to school in a fron- 
tage road, north of the Palatine ex- 
pressway. 


In the past, district officials have re- 


quested the frontage roads in the vicinity 
of the school be blocked off during school 
hours, but have received no cooperation 
from the highway department. 


Stull now hopes that either the state or

Man Convicted Of Murder 
Will Be Sentenced Friday 


A 24-year-old Louisiana man, convicted 


of the 1969 slaying of Michael Elderedge 
of Des Plnines, is scheduled for sentenc- 
ing tomorrow by Judge Francis Dela- 
ney in Cook County Criminal Court, Chi- 
cago. 


Wilton Bergeron was convicted Aug. l, 


of the fatal stabbing of Elderedge, IS, 
during a drinking party July 28, 1969, at 
the Dolphin Motel, in unincorporated 
Niles. Elderecige, who lived at 9040 Fed- 
eral Court, was to become a sophomore 
at Maine East High School. 


Cook County Sheriff's police in Niles, 


who charged Bergeron with the murder, 
said Bergeron met Elderedge and four of 
his friends at a drive-in restaurant and 
invited the five youths to a party in his 
motel room. Police said Bergeron also 
invited several of his friends to the par- 
ty. 


ALTHOUGH SHERIFF'S police said 


Bergeron and one defense witness testi- 
fied that Elderedge started a fight with 
him causing Bergeron to stab Elderedge 
in self defense, they said all other wit- 


nesses claimed Bergeron stabbed the boy 
without provocation. 


After the stabbing Bergeron and three 


other men left the motel room and head- 
ed for Chicago, sheriff's police said. 
When they stopped at a service station 
one of the men apparently panicked and 
stopped a Chicago policeman to tell him 
they were driving a stolen car. Bergeron 
and the other two men were taken into 
custody for questioning.

Elderedge also left the room and one of

To Law 
Received 


Des Plaines City Council members 


have received copies of an amendment to 
the proposed municipal labor relations 
law that would allow the city to deny 
recognition to a union if one of its lead- 
ers is convicted of a crime involving la- 
bor activities. 


The ordinance itself, which would be 


the first of its kind in the state, accord- 
ing to City Atty. Robert DILeonardi, was 
tabled on second reading at the Aug. 3 
city council meeting, after the amend- 
ment was proposed by Aid. Robert Sher- 
wood (2nd). 


In addition to setting up a labor rela- 


tions board to mediate disputes between 
the city and municipal workers, the ordi- 
nance would allow Des Plaines to recog- 
nize and bargain collectively with em- 
ploye unions such as the Cook County 
Police Association (CCPA). 


The amendment says the city can re- 


fuse to negotiate or can cancel existing 
agreements with an employe union if the 
union or any individual representing It 
is convicted of a federal, state or local 
crime. In the case of union representa- 
tives, the law would only apply to crimes 
related to union activities. , 


After proposing the amendment, Sher- 


wood called the measure an extra 
safeguard for the city in its proposed 
dealings with labor organiiations. 


Final form of the amendment was ap- 


proved at the council's judiciary com- 
mittee meeting Tuesday night and Is 
scheduled to come up for debate at next 
Monday's city council meeting.

viti said. 


He was commenting on a statement 


made recently by Roger A. Freeman, a 
former adviser to President Nixon, who 
said Americans would rather raise mon- 
ey locally than depend on federal-outlays 
for education. Freeman, In an interview 
with Clarence Manion on the Manion Ra- 
dio Forum, was arguing that federal edu- 
cation funds have not been slighted in 
faVor of high defense budgets.

County 
Commissioner Carl R. Hansen of Mount 
P r o s p e c t , chairman of the county 
board's junk auto committee, has invited 
county and municipal officials as well as 
individual citizens to testify at the 8:30 
p m. hearing in the Forest Preserve of- 
fice, River and Foundry Rds. 


"There are estimates of as many as 


10,000 abandoned cars in suburban Cook 
County each year, Hansen said in a 
statement from his Chicago office. 


"Most of these cars are disposed of 


only with difficulty because there is no 
county-wide plan for collecting or salvag- 
ing them," he said. "We intend to devel- 


op such a plan. A county committee is 
now trying to arrive at the most cost- 
efficient method of disposing of the rus- 
ting hulks cluttering up the landscape." 


Hansen has called for a county-wide 


junk auto plan which could serve as a 
model for other government agencies 
throughout the country. 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 


said he is interested in the county plan 
and is "in favor of anything the county 
can do to increase the speed of disposal 
of abandoned,cars from the cities, vil- 
lages and unincorporated areas."

Donahue said with no "typical college 
student" in mind, because the 750 full-

ple that the school takes over the respon- 
sibility of the parents when the students 
are in school, has been eroded in court 
cases, and Is now dead, he added. 


Donahue welcomes the end of this prin- 


ciple. "It was something colleges were 
happy to give up " 


He said that students don't give up any 


of their civil rights when they come to 
school The relationship of faculty and 
administration to the students should be 
adult to adult. 


STUDENTS SHOULD assume the re- 


sponsibility and be given the opportunity 
to govern themselves, Donahue said. 


On the faculty and administration side, 


the college has a right, Donahue said, to 
discipline, consistent with the "lawful" 
mission of the junior college. 


This mission is to educate, and to help 


students develop their full potential The 
college must be "apolitical" so that it 
can be a forum for all ideas, he said. 


But, those who violate the rights of oth- 


ers, will be punished, according to Do- 
nahue. 


To this "assumption of maturity" and 


mutual respect for the rights of students 
and college officials, Donahue added 
"communications" as an essential in- 
gredient to the goals and intent of the 
' Oakton program. 


The recent investigations into the Kent 


State slayings showed the importance of 
communications between faculty and stu- 
dents, he said At least part of the reason 
for the riots, he said, was the apparent 
unresponstveness of the school adminis- 
tration. 


IN THE IDEAL situation, ideas must 


flow both ways between the students, 
faculty and administration. Counselors 
and faculty advisors must be involved. 
Class size should be kept small, and

Income Tax Course Slated 


A basic income tax course will be con- 


ducted in Des Plaines and Glenview, be- 
ginning Sept. 14, under the supervision of 
H & R Block, the nation's largest tax 
preparation firm, according to Robert 
Gorski, northwest suburban manager.

which was drawn up by a number of 
prominent educational organizations in 
1968, including the National Student As- 
sociation (NSA) and the American Asso- 
ciation of University Professors (AAUP) 


The report's preamble states that 


"Academic institutions exist for the 
transmission of knowledge, the pursuit of 
truth, the development of students, and 
the general well-being of society Free 
inquiry and free expression aie in- 
dispensable to the attainment of these 
goals " 


IT STATES THAT access to higher 


education must be available regardless 
of race, creed or color, that free ex- 
pression is encouraged in the guidelines. 
"The professor in the classroom and in 
conference should encourage free dis- 
cussion, inquiry, and expression," and 
"students should be free to organize and 
join associations to promote their com- 
mon interest," and that student news- 
papers should be encouraged, and should 
be legally and financially independent of 
the school 


Also under the preamble students have 


all the responsibilities and rights of all 
citizens of the community. 


Colleges also have rights, it says 


"Educational institutions have a duty 
and the corollary disciplinary powers to 
protect their educational purpose through 
the setting of standards of scholarship 
and conduct for the students who attend 
them and through the regulation of the 
use of institutional facilities. 


"In

means fail to resolve problems of 
s t u d e n t conduct, proper procedural 
safeguards should be observed to protect 
the student from the unfair imposition of 
serious penalties." 


The philosophy behind the codes that 


Oakton is about to examine, might be 
summed up in Dean Donahue's idea of 
his own role in the college. 


Basically, he says that mutual respect 


is the key — adults working with adults. 
He doesn't see himself as a dis- 
ciplinarian. He doesn't feel he will have 
to be.

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Book Hunters Have 
Little Trouble Here 


Des Plaines is the biographical center 


of the North and Northwest suburbs. 


The Des Plaines 
Public Library, 


Graceland and Thncker, now has more 
than 6.000 biographies, which are avail- 
able to the residents served by 30 public 
libraries, members of the North Subur- 
ban Library System (NSLS). 


This system, which has purchased 400 


biographies now in the Des Plaines Li- 
brary since last October, is a 4-year-old 
cooperative, funded by the state. It is a 
product of the Public Library Devel- 
opment Act of 1965. 


The North Suburban system has three 


services, which are available to Des 
Plaines residents, according to Mrs. 
Shirley Bennett, system secretary. 


THE FIRST IS THE inter-library loan. 


A giant card catalogue is kept at the 
Evanston library. It contains cards for 
all the books within the system, which 
extends to northern Cook, eastern Kane 
and southeastern Lake counties. 


Whenever a book is needed and the 


Des Plaines library doesn't have it, 
requests may be made by phone to the 
Evanston library. Then the book can be 
located within the system, or within co- 
operating systems like the Chicago Pub- 
lic Library, and the book can be deliv- 
ered to Des Plaines. 


According to Des Plaines librarian 


Lewis Klitzke, this exchange can take as 
little time as a day. Exchanges are made 
at the Des Plaines library, four days a 
week. 


Also available to Des Plaines residents 


is the "Central Serial Service." 


If a resident needs an article from a 


magazine, and that magazine is not in 
the Des Plaines library, it can be or- 
dered from some place within the library 
system. A xerox copy will be mailed to 
the resident. 


Most of the magazines involved are 


preserved on micro-film at the Morton 
Grove library, Mrs. Bennett said.

Skokie is developing a collection on 


American literature. The Waukegan li- 
brary is forming a collection on current 
social conditions. 


Approximately 800 16mm films on a 


number of subjects, — travel, nature 
films, even commercially made films 
like "David and Lisa" — are available 
for nonschool and .noncommercial use 
from the film collection of another coop- 
erating library system. 


The first of these special collections

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New Burning Device Eyed 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict is considering the purchase of n new 
burning device (or its tree-burning site In 
a forest preserve site near Wheeling. The 
new device would effectively eliminate 
smoke and particle pollution, according 
to a forest preserve district spokesman, 


The new device, called an air curtain 


destructor, is the most recently consid- 
ered possible solution to eliminating the 
smoke, flying ashes and odors coming 
from the site. 


The burning arcn. locnted on Portwine 


Road near Forcstview Drive, just east 
of Wheeling, is used for open burning of 
trees brought to the site from all of 
northern Cook County. Although 
the 


county's air pollution control ordinance 
prohibits open burning of any sort, the 
site is allowed to operate for disposal of 
diseased and dead trees. 


A FOREST preserve district study of 


the area was begun this summer after 
Wheeling area residents filed numerous 
complaints with the county's air pollution 
control bureau, the forest preserve dis- 
trict and County Commissioner Floyd 
Fulle. 


Although a preliminary report on the 


site was given to the county board in ear- 
ly July, a final report on long-range solu- 
tions to the problems is still in prepara- 
tion. 


James Tyndall. chief forester lor the 


istrict. told the Herald yesterday that he 
went to St. Louis County. Mo. last week 
to study the operations of an air curtain 
destructor simitar to the one being con- 
sidered for the Wheeling area. 


Tyndall said he learned from a St. 


Louis County board of health engineer 
that the destructor would allow the dis- 


trict to burn the trees with "practically 
no smoke or particulate matter" result- 
ing from the fire. 


THE DEVICE works by burning mat- 


ter in a big pit with u controlled amount 
of air being fed to the fire, he said. 


Tyndall said the county would probably 


undertake a feasibility study of the air 
curtain destructor device to see if it 
could be used in the burning area. He 
said the systems used in St. Louis County 
were much smaller than those needed for 
Cook County. Tyndall said he could not 
estimate how much such a device would 
cost. 


"It's still in the talking stage, although 


I did talk to (Arthur) Janura Friday 
about u feasibility study on the device," 
Tyndall said. 


ARTHUR JANUKA. superintendent of 


the forest preserve district, is the official 
responsible to the county board for com- 
pletion of the burning area study. 


Part of the study consists of letters 


sent to 34 municipalities in the northern 
section of the county seeking their opin- 
ions on the need for the site and any 
recommendations 
they have for dis- 


posing of the trees. 


Tyndall said the dis:rict had received 


"a large number of letters" in response 
to Janura's letter. "We've heard from al- 
most all of the North Shore suburbs and 
from many private firms. They all cite 
the need for the Wheeling burning area 
and say that if it were closed the various 
Dutch Elm disease control 
programs 


would be ruined," Tyndall said. 


"The only alternative would be to use 


a sanitary landfill for disposing of the 
dead trees,1' said Tyndall. He noted that 
such disposal would increase costs for 
villages and private arborists seeking to

Forest Hospital in DCS Plaines.) 


There are cop-outs and hippies in the

So states Dr, Robert Butler, a Wash- 


ington, D.C. psychiatrist, whose practice 
focuses on the area of middle age and 
old age. Dr. Butler has found the middle 
age person finds it frightening to cope 
with the enormous change in today's 
youth. When the middle aged person sees 
rebellion in a younger person, the frus- 
tration he feels sometimes causes him to 


cut off any communications he might 
have with younger people. His alarm 
then causes him to turn a deaf ear to the 
younger people who are protesting. 


THE MIDDLE AGED person feels it is 


his job to provide most of the money for 
supporting the young and aged ends of 
the life cycle. Me carries the load eco- 
nomically, policy wise and decision wise. 
He is looking to the younger generation 
to eventually relieve him of this burden 
and can't cope with their unwillingness 
to follow in his footsteps. 


It is when some middle age people 


simply throw up their hands and say, 
"the heck with it" that the "cop out" and 
disappear. They can even be called 


middle age hippies as there is greater 
incidence of addiction,. alcoholism and 
obesity, for example. These are all ways 
of running away from problems. 


These problems can be met in other 


effective ways, according to Dr. Butler. 
Possibilities that should be considered 
are job security for the middle age and 
better re-training programs to help them 


become up-to-date and reskilled.We have 
a fast-moving, technological society that 
is hard to keep up with. Education is one 
important solution that can help the 
middle age person to keep up with this 
changing world. Along with interest in 
the contemporary world, education will 
help keep open the lines of commu- 
nication with the younger generation.

April, Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie called 
him, "one of the outstanding mayors and 
administrators in the nation." 


"WHEN YOU CONSIDER everything 


he has accomplished as a public servant 
and civic leader, particularly adminis- 
tering the fastest growing city in the 


state and possibly the nation without a 
city property tax levy, his record is truly 
outstanding," Ogilvie said.

Much has been made of Presi- 


dent Nixon's monumental faux pas 
in "pre-judging" the Charles Man- 
son murder proceedings in Los An- 
geles. 


And the criticism of the Presi-

That was an incredible state- 


ment from a man who is both a 
lawyer and President, and indeed 
was a direct contradiction to the 
American tradition of presumption 
of innocence until proven other- 
wise. 


It would appear that the furor 


Mr. Nixon touched off has been 
sufficient to make that point. 


But we think there is another

Spotlight: 
Board Errs

In its efforts to get things done for its 


village, Buffalo Grove's Village Board 
has, on occasions, failed to give enough 
consideration to Itgal aspects of its ac- 
tions 


In the last six months, the village 


board has admitted, in one instance, that 
it was indulging in a "not legal" agree- 
ment, and, in another instance, that it 
was considering signing an "extra-legal" 
contract. 


The more recent example came to 


light only about two weeks ago at a Buf- 
falo Grove Park District meeting when 
the terms of an unofficial financial ar- 
rangement between the village and the 
park district were revealed. 


As it turned out the village board and 


most of the park commissioners were of 
the understanding that the mcney the vil- 
lage was spending to pay park district 
bills would be repaid later by the park 
district when it began receiving its own 
revenue. 


Sherwood Zwirn, a park commissioner, 


objected to the arrangement, saying it 
would be illegal if carried out. He said he 
considered the village funds a gift, not 
to the park district, but to the commu- 
nity. 


VILLAGE PRES. Don Thompson and 


some of the trustees were at that meet- 
ing. They readily admitted the agree- 
ment was of doubtful legality. Trustee 
Robert Gleeson, head of the village's fi- 
nancial committee termed the agreement 
"not legal" 


And the following week at a combined 


meeting of the two groups, Thompson 
readily admitted "the board was fully 
cognizant of the fact it was illegal; fully 
cognizant of the advice of counsel (Vil- 
lage Atty. Richard Raysa) that it was 
illegal." 


Thompson said the board took the ac- 


tion, however, because without village 
funds the park district would have had 
no program to offer residents this sum- 
mer. And he was right. For the district 
had no legal means of either procuring 
or spending money until a few weeks 
ago. 


The challenging of the 
agreement 


forced Thompson to immediately end vil- 
lage aid to the district permanently. 


SIX MONTHS AGO the village board 


found itself in a similar position on an- 
other matter. At that time it was plan- 
ning to sign a set of contracts giving the 
village an option to buy the privately 
owned Buffalo Utility Co. 


One of those contracts called for the 


rezomng of land where the utility com- 
pany's sewage treatment plant is not lo- 
cated. Utility company owners want to 
build apartments on the site. The con- 
tract would have agreed to the rezoning 
of the site for those apartments. 


This time it was a plan commissioner 


and a village resident challenging the 
pending agreement. Their challenges re- 
sulted in Thompson admitting that the 
proposed contract was in fact "extra-le- 
gal." 


Once again the board planned to take 


action against the advice of the village 
attorney, Raysa, who told them "con- 
tract zoning" was suspect. 


And once again, Thompson said the 


board was taking the action because they 
felt it would help the citizens of the vil- 
lage. 


IN BOTH CASES the actions were, by 


village officials' own admission, of doubt- 
ful legality. And in both cases the board 
decided to take the actions anyway be- 
cause those actions appeared to be best 
for the community. 


It's time, however, for such actions to 


stop. In neither case were the results en- 
tirely satisfactory. As it turned out in the 
park district matter, though the summer 
program was able to start, the sudden 
end of village help creates financial 
problems for the district which it has not 
anticipated. 
"And with the contract zoning matter, 
the utility company owners signed the 
option agreement without getting the 
apartment zoning they wanted. 


What it all amounts to is that appar- 


ently the village board has had the best 
of goals in mind. Now it is time for the 
board to use the best methods to achieve 
those goals.

Witch 
Hunt 
Over?

The witch hunt is over. 
After many weeks of raised eyebrows 


and empty accusations, the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board has ended its inquiry into the 
ownership of Arlington Park race tra^k. 
And although Alexander J. MacArthur, 
board chairman, and his six cohorts saw 
apparitions around every corner, not one 
bona fide, genuine, 14 karat gold witch 
could be found. 


Not that they didn't try hard enough. 


Like the infamous witch hunts of Salem, 
Mass., the board doggedly tracked the 
spooks through the forests of pre- 
judgment and guilt by association. 


PHILIP J. LEVIN was the "bead 


ghoul" in the board's mind, and they 
chased him from the outset. Without the 
slightest indication of any wrongdoing in 
the operation of the track, the board in- 
terrogated Levin viciously — countering 
his explanations of giant financial deal- 
ings and holdings with such open-minded 
sarcasm as, "You've got to be kidding," 
and "Do you expect us to believe that?" 


In the opening session, which MacAr- 


thur repeatedly reminded was simply a 
"get-acquainted meeting," the only thing 
the hunter could prove was that they 
were not capable of comprehending the 
workings of high finance. Perhaps that's 
why Levin, and not any member of the 
board, is the head of a multi-million dol- 
lar conglomerate. 


Not satisfied with its initial failure the 


board chased down several more dark 
alleys in their pursuit of evil. The results 
were equally unsuccessful. Next in line 
for the board's disfavor were three exec- 
utives of Gulf and Western Industries, 
parent company of Levin's Transnation 
Development Corp., which owns Chicago 
Thoroughbred Enterprises, operator of 
the track Charles Bluhdorn, David Ju- 
delson and Joel Dolkart, businessmen 
who are highly respected everywhere ex- 
cept in Room 1015 of the State of Illinois 
Building, met with the same prejudice 
encountered by Levin. 


Then it was Newton J. Mandel and 


George Yarbenet, officers of the Arling- 
ton Park Jockey Club, who incurred the 
board's wrath. John F. Loome, executive 
vice president of CTE, a man who not 
only has the reputation for being one of 
the finest track operators in the country, 
but who also spent many years with the 
FBI, was treated disgracefully by the 
board throughout the investigation. 


ALL THESE MEN, facing a hostile 


board which frequently professed its fair- 
ness and impartiality, were slapped con- 
tinually with sarcastic remarks, overly 
smug grins and know-it-all glances from 
the self-righteous commissioners. 


Only three witnesses were safe from 


attack. This trio, special agents from the 
Illinois Bureau of Investigation, were 
greeted with open arms. Until Monday 
they were thought to have opened a 
closet door at the Acapulco Towers Hotel 
full of skeletons and voodoo dolls. 


The union was perfectly natural, be- 


cause the investigators were es smug, 
righteous and as impressed with them- 
selves as the board. Much to the delight 
of the hunters, the agents supplied pages 
of testimony to further the preconception 
of guilt — by association. 


Names of men frequently mentioned in 


discussions of organized crime in the 
U.S, and Canada flew fast and furious 
that day, with the implication that Levin 
and other executives of Gulf and Western 
and CTE were in cahoots with these un- 
savory characters. But even the in- 
vestigators had to admit they found no 
evidence to directly link syndicate mem- 
bers with Levin or any of his associates 
at the track, Transnation or Gulf and 
Western. 


FOR WEEKS NEWSMEN waited for 


the board to drop the bomb they seemed 
to be holding for the most dramatic mo- 
ment. But it never came, so it must be 
assumed it was all a big bluff, a fishing 
trip, a witch hunt. 


Now it's over and the truth has pre- 


vailed. Yet, like the questions of a 
shrewd trial lawyer, the adverse implica- 
tions remain in the minds of the jury. 


Now that the board has finished asking 


their questions, perhaps they should start 
answering some. What was the real rea- 
son for opening the inquiry in the first 
place? Is there any connection between 
the investigation and the bevy of law 
suits filed by Marje Everett, former own- 
er of the track? Why was she never 
called to testify? Will the board now in- 
vestigate Sportsman's Park? When? 


The now concluded hearings are mean- 


ingless and of questionable purpose with- 
out answers to those questions. Without 
them it's just a "tale told by an idiot. 
Full of sound and fury andsienifvinc 
nothing."

He rode the 6,000th 
winner of his career. Thirty-three more 
victories and "The Shoe" will break 
Johnny Lengden's all-time record. Long- 
den retired In 1966 with a career total of 
1,032 wins. 


Turf writers continually describe the 


heroic deeds of the champions. Perhaps 
this is as it should be, but how about the 
every day claiming plater, who goes to 
the post twenty-five to thirty times a 
year with his aches and pains. 


He races on tracks that are ankle deep 


in mud and on those that are baked 
brick-hard by the sun. To provide money 
for some and entertainment for thou- 
sands, he answers the call when he's 
sick, tired and sore. Then when the jock- 
ey bits him in the stretch, 10,000 racing 
fans expect him to close like Whirlaway.

$100,000 purse. That night, while the 
writers describe the brilliant speed of the 
champion, our every day hero stands in 
a tub of ice up to his knees to deaden the 
pain so that he can get to the post again 
tomorrow to try for his share of $3500.

Woman Power In U.N. 


by CAROLYN A. BOWERS 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (UPI) - 


Anyone operating under the assumption 
that it's a man's world had better shift 
gears. Woman power Is international. 


And what better time to make the 


point than during the silver anniversary 
of that world organization, the United 
Nations. 


Consider some signs of that woman 


power: 


President Nixon recently planned a 


"men only" White House party to honor 
U.N. Secretary General Thant. But after 
p r e s s u r e from Women's Liberation 
Movement leaders, the chief executive 
expanded the guest list to include some 
top U.N, women. Among those he final- 
ly invited were Angle Brooks of Nigeria, 
president of the last General Assembly, 
and the U.S. delegate, Shirley Temple 
Black. 


The liberationists protested that since 


the state dinner also commemorated the 
U.N.'s 25th anniversary, a stag affair 
would have shortchanged female contri- 
butions to the world parliament. 


CONSIDER THAT prior to the estab- 


lishment of the Commission on the Status 
of Women in 1946, women's suffrage 
existed in relatively few countries. 


"This was one of the first things the 


commission went after — equal political 
rights for women," Mrs. Margaret K. 
Bruce, commission chief, said in an in- 
terview. "Now, women have the vote in 
127 countries." 


Mrs. Bruce said the 32-member com- 


mission was set up by the Economic and 
Social Council, a principal U.N. organ, 
with a specific mandate to prepare re- 
ports and recommendations to the coun- 
cil on promoting women's rights in the 
political, educational, civil, social and 
economic fields. 


Mrs. Bruce, a native of Yorkshire, 


England, has held her post since 1962. 
She feels that the lack of political op- 
portunities for women has hindered their 
potential contributions to the United Na- 
tions. 


"THE PROBLEM IS in the countries 


themselves," she said. "As long as wom- 
en aren't holding high political offices in 
their countries, they can't, in a sense, 
contribute all they should to world par- 
liament." 


Other U.N. female vips include Julia 


Henderson, associate commissioner for 
technical cooperation; Elizabeth Koontz, 
U.S. delegate on the Status of Women 
Commission; and Louise Gore, U.S. 
member on the executive board of 
UNESCO. 


And who can forget Madame Pandit of 


India, a former General Assembly presi- 
dent, or Mrs. Roosevelt, who chaired the 
commission to draft the U.N.'s Declara- 
tion of Human Rights in 1946. Mrs. 
Roosevelt worked at the U.N. until 1952.

Q. — I have a service-connected shoul- 


der condition with a 10 per cent rating 
that 1 feel should be rated higher, be- 
cause the condition has worsened since 
VA examined me. How can 1 get my 
compensation increased? 


A. — Start by submitting a statement 


from your local physician noting his find- 
ings concerning your shoulder. Or you 
can obtain, free, the necessary treatment 
for your shoulder condition at a VA med- 
ical clinic. If the medical statement or 
VA examination warrants it, your claim 
will be reconsidered. 
# * * * 


Q. — I receive disability pensions from 


VA, and if my income exceeds $1,000 per 
year my pension payments will be re- 
duced. If 1 sell my house at a profit, and 
use the money to buy another home, will 
my pension payments be reduced? 


A — No. for two reasons. First, it is a 


one-time payment. Therefore, it will 
have no effect upon an award because it 
may not be used as a basis of adjustment 
until the first of the year following that 
in which it was received. Second, under 
such circumstances, profit from the sale 
of a house is not considered income, and 
is not usually considered as creating too 
large an estate for pension purposes 
when used to purchase another dwelling.

Q. — I have a service-connected dis- 


ability that requires continuous treat- 
ment. Since 1 plan to travel abroad this 
summer, what arrangements shall I 
make regarding medication and treat- 
ment? 


A. — Contact the VA clinic now treat- 


ing you to obtain appropriate supplies of 
your prescribed medication to carry with 
you, and for suggestions for obtaining 
medical supplies and services abroad.

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Migrant's Future—Hope Or More Despair? 


by WILLIAM CLAYTON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - About a quar- 


ter of a million migrant workers are em- 
ployed in the United States, mostly in 
back-breaking jobs in the fruit and vege- 
table fields of Florida, Texas and the 


Southwest. 


They are found in 46 states. Many are 


Mexican-Americans. They live in what 
have been described by some as "slave 
quarters." Even at best, it is far from 
the American dream. 


For three days last week, the Sneate 


migratory labor subcommittee headed by 
Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., heard 
testimony, devoting two days to sympa- 
thizers of the migrants and one day to 
growers and producers. 


Great Glass Rush Is On 


by PATRICIA MC CORMACK 


NEW YORK UPI - '•'he great glass 


rush is no motfh for the gold rush — but 
it promises to somewhat fatten savings 
for those with strong backs and patience. 


The makers of glass containers, you 


see. are in the market for 11 billion used 
bottles this year. And they are willing to 
pay hnlf-a-cent for each one turned in at 
a salvage center, 


At that rate, it will take 20.000 glass 


containers to make you $100, but who's, 
to complain? 


The redeemed bottles, which might 


oterwise ed up as litter or refuse, will be 
ground into crushed glass, known in the 
industry as cullet, used in the manufac- 
ture of new glass containers. 


Nationwide, 
according 
to 
present 


plans, there will be between 75 and 100 
bottle redemption centers at or near 
glass container plants In 21 states before 
year's end. 


The redemption plan's promise of suc- 


cess is based on a pilot project in Los 
Angelec. Redemptions climbed 
from 


30.000 bottles a week to a current weekly 
rate of 500,000 bottles. 


SO FAR MORE THAN three million 


bottles have been turned in by Los An- 
geles individuals and civic groups. The 
reclaimed bottles are crushed and re- 
cycled into the container-manufacturing 
process. 


Franklin B. Pollock, president of the 


Glass Containers Manufacturers Institute 
(GCMI) said the indstury, sponsor of the 
nationwide and pilot programs, can use 
reclaimed glass for 30 per cent or more 
of its raw material requirements. 


There is research hope that some of 


the salvaged material someday might be 
made into bricks strong enough to use in 
commercial and residential construction. 


Charles B. Kenahan, of the U.S. Bu- 


reau of Mines, said at the Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, Metallurgy Research Labora- 
tory of the bureau, glass waste is being 


turned into same and a glass insulating 
wool. 


IN OTHER RESEARCH at the Iborato- 


ry, preliminary studies have been made 
using waste glass as the basic raw mate- 
rial to.develop additional products such 
as glass spheres and wall and floor tile. 


The nationwide effort to make some- 


thing of value from used bottles is one 
part of the plan to get on top of the litter 
problem. 


The one-half-cent reward for used bot- 


tles applies to returnable as well as non- 
returnable ones. 


Making bricks and new bottles out of 


old glass containers isn't the most prom- 
ising salvage or recycling operation on 
the horizon. 


In related research, scientists at Bu- 


reau of Mines laboratories have figured 
out a way to turn garbage into a form of 
crude oil. 


Someday, as a result, there may also 


be gold in them thar garbage heaps! 


Two conflicting pictures emerged. One 


showed'the migrant worker moving to- 
ward "human dignity, motivation and 
hope." The other portrayed him as a 
hopeless prisoner of a "rotten system" 
with little inclination to change. 


DR. RAYMOND WHEELER, of Char- 


lotte, N.C., who investigated conditions 
in Florida and Texas, said migrants have 
a life expectancy 20 years less than that 
of other Americans. He told of finding 
the only cases of polio in the United 
States this year in migrant camps, of 
chronic ear problems and of tooth decay. 


"What is different in Florida and 


Texas from the rest of the rural south," 
he testified, "is the deliberate, cruelly 
contrived and highly effective system 
which has been devised to extract the 
maximum work and productivity from 
other human beings for the cheapest pos- 
sible price. 


"Every effort is directed toward isolat- 


ing the farm worker from the rest of 
society, maintaining him at the lowest 
level of subsistence which he will toler- 
ate — then making certain he has no 
means of escape from a system that 
holds him in virtual peonage." 


J. PAUL AUSTIN, president of the 


Coca-Cola Co., which hires about 1,000 
migrant workers during an eight-month 
orange picking season, testified that in 
1968 he began to read more about Cesar 
Chavez' crusade in California in behalf of 
migrant workers. 


Austin said he learned then from a 


Coca-Cola official "that many of the mi-

grants in our groves were living in condi- 
tions that 'could not in conscience be tol- 
erated by the Coca-Cola company.' " 


Austin said Coca-Cola intends to pro- 


vide the migrants with lull-time employ- 
ment, with the same insurance, vacation 
and training benefits as its other full- 
time employes and "significantly high- 
er" wages, including a basic hourly wage 
and piecework bonus. 


They also will be given the opportunity 


to buy or rent adequate housing, along 
with permanent social service centers of- 
fering child care and pre-school training. 
Austin said there iwll be adult education, 
medical care, counseling, recreation, 
special tutoring and information centers. 


Importantly Coca-Cola likewise began 


to talk with its migrant workers. 


However, Austin said, "I do not want 


to overpromise. Generations of abuse 
and neglect cannot be rooted out in 
weeks or even months." But he did pre- 
he was a bum." 
diet that Coca-Cola's new programs "will 
move a long way toward providing the 
migrant and his family with human dig- 
nity, motivation and hope." 


GEORGE H. WEDGEWORTH of Belle 


Glade, Fla., a spokesman for Florida 
growers who employ migrants, testified 
that the recent National Broadcasting 
Co. television special "Migrant — An 
NBC White Paper," was one-sided and 
shallow. 


He said it "implied that Florida was 


rampant with conditions bordering on 
slavery and racism and that no one in 
Florida was making any constructive ef- 
fort to help the migrant." 


Wedgeworth said growers actually are 


doing much to improve the migrant's lot 
and that NBC degraded the dignity of 
migrants by picturing them as bums. 


At this, Mondale's temper flared. He 


interrupted to say the NBC sequence'had 
depicted a migrant boy "who said he felt 
he was a bum.".. 


"Here was a child whose life was 


ruined . .. mangled and destroyed. .. by 
this rotten system," Mondale shouted. 'I 
would like to hear some expression of 
concern from you." 


Wedgeworth replied that it was not fair 


to take one poor Child and characterize 
him as typical. He said it was probable 
similar children could be found in the 
shadow of the capital. The television 
show, he said, should have shown the ef- 
forts by growers to improve conditions. 


CONFRONTING Mondale's subcom- 


mittee is the question of what needs to be 
done and whether the answer lies with 
Congress or elsewhere. 


Witnesses suggested several remedies. 


One said growers could triple the wages 
of carrot pickers and add only 2.5 cents a 
pound to the price of carrots. Another1. 
said companies should be made to con- 
tribute to a migrant health and medical 
care fund. 


James M. Pierce of the National 


Sharecroppers fund said the subcom- 
mittee had heard nothing new. The story 
is a familiar one, he told the subcom- 
mittee. 


"This is known by you; it is contained 


in countless hearings and documents," 
Pierce said. 


"It echoes in my ears. All that is real 


is that the migrant continues to be de- 
nied equal protection under the law and 
the opportunity to shape his own destiny. 
The question I leave for this committee 
is: When are things going to change? 


"Because until they do, this hearing 


amounts to more sound and fury, signify- 
ing nothing." 


Automation May 
Break Court Jam 


by RICHARD M. HARNETT 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Tom C. 


Clark, retired justice of the 
U.S. 
Su- 


preme 
Court, believes automation soon 


will break the jam in the federal court 
system. 


A computer will be tied into the court 


reporter's stenotype machine —produc- 
ing instant transcripts. The court calen- 
dar will be on a computer, with sum- 
monses and warrants going out auto- 
matically on the right date. Legal forms 
will be standardized throughout the coun- 
try. 


"We don't think the computer is the 


total answer to our problem," Clark said, 
"the court system is a human situation 
—but we are hopeful that comput- 
erization will be very, very helpful." 


The new streamlined court methods, 


both on the human side and mechanical 
side, are being developed by the Federal 
Judicial Center in Washington, which 
Clark headed 
until recently. 


"WE AKE TRYING to develop modern 


techniques and procedures which will as- 
sist in quicker disposition of litigation," 
the 70-year-old Jurist said, In one federal 
district, government attorneys have been 
persuaded to show the defense the evi- 
dence against the suspect. 


"The district attorney practically gives 


his file to the defense attorney," said 
Clark. "As you know most of the federal 
cases are so well investigated they have 
a pretty open and shut case." 


The result is that in that district "guil- 


ty pleas are up to around 90 per cent, 
compared with 45 to 50 per cent in other 
districts," Clark said. This eliminates 
the need for many lengthy court trials. 


Clark was in San Francisco to hold 


pretrial hearings in 13 federal lawsuits 
which he will hear as a visiting judge. 
Although he had 19 years on the nation's 


highest court, he has never been on the 
bench in a trial court. 


He is the first retired 
Supreme 


Court 
justice 
to preside in a lower 


court since Justice Willis Van Devanter 
did it in the 1920s. Clark was invited to 
take the 13 complex business cases by 
San Francisco Presiding District Judge 
George B. Harris. 


The friendly Texan, who was President 


Harry S Truman's attorney general be- 
fore going to the high court, visited the 
federal press room during a lunch break 
and talked openly about justice in the 
United States. 


"The 
Supreme 
Court is generally 


about three years behind the thinking of 
the public," he said. "This is because 
cases come to the court about three 
years after trial." 


However, he said, in some areas the 


court "is leading the way." He cited de- 
cisions on criminal procedure, civil 
rights and voting reapportionment. 


CLARK DOES NOT expect any sur- 


prises from the new Nixon court. 


"I doubt there will be any radical 


change in the philosophy of the court,1' 
he said. "Any change will be procedural 
rather than substantive." 


He said if he were still on the Supreme 


Court and a case came 
up 
challeng- 


ing 
the Vietnam War, "I'd vote not to 


take it because it is a political question 
which under the Constitution is en- 
trusted to Congress and the president." 


Clark said, however, he has "some ap- 


prehensions" about going into a court 
and making the spot decisions he will 
have to make as a trial judge. 


He also observed that a trial judge's 


duty is to follow precedents of higher 
courts, something quite different from 
the role of a Supreme Court justice in 
creating the precedents. 


$240 Turns to Millions 


LONDON (UPI) -Gordon Mills left 


the British army with about $240 and an 
oversize case of ambition. He turned in 
part of the money for a tape recorder, 
then sold it to finance a trip from his 
native Wales to London and got a job 
playing with a harmonica troupe. 


Five years later he is a multi-million- 


aire sitting at the apex of a show busi- 
ness complex beginning to span the At- 
lantic. He has two Rolls Royces and two 
Mercedes, a Tudor-style mansion with 
nine acres of manicured gardens, an ul- 
cer and a reputation as a ruthless ne- 
gotiator. 


Mills is inclined with unwanted mod- 


esty to credit part of his success to luck. 
Luck he has had. But what had made 
him a rich man at 33 and elevated sev- 
eral associates to millionaire status, as 
well, is his brain, one of the shrewdest in 
the entertainment industry. 


MILLS RECENTLY spent a cocktail 


hour at a London hotel sipping Chateau 
Lafitte Rothschild and discussing his 
Management Agency and Music Man. A 
star stock market performer of 1969 des- 
pite the depressed state of the market. 
MAM still sells around $4.80 against the 
issued price of $1.65. 


It touched $11.50 at one point earlier 


this year, giving the company a book 
value of over $50 million. Mills' personal 
interest then amounted to $7 million and 


the other two major stockholders — 
Thomas Woodward and Gerry Dorsey, 
better known as entertainers Tom Jones 
and Engelbert Humperdinck — each 
were worth approximately the same. Not 
even the Beatles have done much better. ' 


Mills just happened to hear a group led 


by Tommy Woodward and promptly 
signed the singer. He knew he had a 
gold mine in Woodward, but how to ex- 
tract the ore? He did it by changing the 
young man's name to Tom Jones, taking 
advantage of the film of the same name 
then current, and by helping write "It's 
Not Unusual," the song that projected 
Tom Jones into the world market. 


AS MILLS LAUNCHED Jones he also 


became interested in a 
discouraged 


friend, Gerry Dorsey, a singer dropped 
by every record company. Mills took him 
on, changed his name to Engelbert Hum- 
perdinck and came up with another in- 
ternational star. 


Mills then set about broadening MAM's 


base. He acquired the Harold Davison 
Agency which handles many British 
s t a r s and 
arranges the British 


tours of Frank Sinatra, Ella Fitzgerald, 
Tony Bennett and Count Basie, among 
others.
